Family values 


N THREE OCCASIONS in recent 
weeks, the state’s Supreme Judicial 
Court has issued wise, humane rul- 
ings in cases concerning the rights and re- 
sponsibilities of nontraditional families. 
Two lessons may be drawn from these rul- 
ings, which have important implications 
for lesbians and gay men. The first is that 
Governor Paul Cellucci, 
who will have an opportu- 
nity to fill four positions 
on the SJC, must not be 
allowed to use those ap- 
pointments to undo the 
court’s progressive major- 
ity. The second is that the 
legislature must act when 
the judiciary cannot. 

The SJC ruled on 
June 29 that a lesbian who 
had helped raise her for- 
mer partner’s son should 
be awarded visitation rights, because she 
had acted as a “de facto” parent. The details 
of the case reveal a richness and level of in- 
timacy comparable to that of any heterosex- 
ual family: the non-biological parent had cut 
the umbilical cord; the two women orga- 
nized a naming ceremony in which they 
were both recognized as parents; and the 
boy referred to each of them as his mother. 
But when the couple split up, the biological 
mother relied on outmoded law to argue 
that, since her ex-partner was not a blood 
relative, she should have no parental rights. 
Fortunately the SJC disagreed, with Justice 
Ruth Abrams writing, “It is to be expected 
that children of nontraditional families, like 
other children, form parent relationships 
with both parents, whether those parents 
are legal or de facto.” 

A week earlier, the SJC had issued a 
nearly identical ruling involving an aunt 
who had been denied visitation rights by the 
father of a child she had virtually raised.

Significantly, only the ruling concerning the 
lesbian couple raised the hackles of the 
Catholic Action League of Massachusetts, 
whose executive director, C.J. Doyle, de- 
nounced Abrams’s opinion as being harmful 
to “traditional families and stable mar- 
riages.” Doyle’s selective outrage reveals the 
essential bigotry behind his stance. 
Doyle was considerably 
happier when, on July 8, 
the SJC threw out the 
city of Boston’s domes- 
tic-partnership ordi- 
nance, which granted the 
unmarried partners of 
city workers — both het- 
erosexual and homosexu- 
al — health insurance 
and other benefits. But a 
close reading of the SJC’s 
decision reveals not a 
lack of compassion but, 
rather, an inability to act in the face of a 
state law whose wording is very specific. 
The law, dating back to 1955, defines “de- 
pendents” as husbands and wives, children 
under 19, and children over 19 who cannot 
provide for themselves. “We recognize that 
... [a] ‘family’ may no longer be constitut- 
ed simply of a wage-earning father, his de- 
pendent wife, and the couple’s children,” 
wrote Justice Margaret Marshall. “Adjust- 
ments in the legislation to reflect these new 
social and economic realities must come 
from the Legislature.” 

Even Governor Cellucci, whose support 
for gay and lesbian issues has sometimes wa- 
vered, sounded a humane note following the 
ruling, saying that he had vetoed the Boston 
ordinance precisely because it was not limit- 
ed to homosexual couples — who, after all, 
are most in need of domestic-partnership 
legislation, since they cannot legally marry. 

Indeed, marriage is the ultimate solution 
to the legal disabilities faced by lesbians and 


better. Guns are rarely present when our 
lives are disrupted. Instead, a thousand oth- 
er objects shatter us. Things like fists, 
knives, and baseball bats. Aside from these, 
there is the ever-present motor vehicle. And 
alcohol is the lubricant of all sorts of evil. 
How many drunks have beaten their fami- 
lies? How many others have molested their 
children? Who can calculate the damage 
caused by alcohol? Yet in spite of all this, 
we manage to survive. 

The truth is simply this — those who 
have guns have 
power. And with 
power comes 
freedom. This 
very nation was 
born with mus- 
kets that 
belched fire into 
the chests of 
British soldiers. 
Without an 
armed popula- 
tion back then, 
we might well

be German slaves now. 

There is probably no greater argument 
for an armed public than that which 
screams out from the hills of Kosovo. The 
only way Milosevic — or any other tyrant 
— can butcher our neighbors, rape our 
daughters, burn our houses, and have his 
way in anything at all is if we are denied ac- 
cess to firearms. Period! 

Faced then with these truths, it is impera- 
tive that we abandon our assault on guns 
and gun owners. Instead, we should fix our 
gaze toward those bent on lawlessness, 


gay men. Justice Charles Fried, who dis- 
sented in the lesbian-custody decision, rec- 
ognized that, calling Abrams’s ruling an at- 
tempt to legalize gay marriage through judi- 
cial rather than legislative means. Although 
the SJC’s identical ruling in the case of the 
aunt shows that Fried was wrong, both his 
concerns and those voiced by Marshall 
stand as a challenge for the legislature to 
act. 

Unfortunately, the federal Defense of 
Marriage Act outlaws gay marriage, and the 
state legislature is now considering a super- 
fluous, vindictive clone that Cellucci sup- 
ports. Clearly state lawmakers are not going 
to turn around and make Massachusetts the 
first state to legalize such unions — even 
though they should. 

Short of that, though, the legislature 
should take every possible step to ensure 
that gays and lesbians enjoy the full protec- 
tion of the law, through domestic-partner- 
ship guarantees, parental rights, and other 
appropriate measures. Indeed, the legisla- 
ture must act immediately toundo the 
harm caused by the loss of domestic-part- 
nership rights in Boston — a loss that 
could affect the partners of municipal em- 
ployees in Cambridge, Provincetown, and 
Springfield, where similar ordinances are 
on the books. 

As for Cellucci, he should stop straddling 
and side with his better angels by supporting 
any and all steps to recognize the legal equal- 
ity of gays and lesbians, and by making sure 
the Supreme Judicial Court continues to re- 
flect Ruth Abrams’s and Margaret Marshall’s 
common-sense views. His choice to replace 
Charles Fried — who just stepped down to 
return to his professorship at Harvard Law 
School — will say much about the gover- 
nor’s own definition of family values. é

DEFENDING THE FLAG

At Discovery Online (http://www.discovery.com), any 
number of real-time digital cameras offer Web users-a 
behind-the-scenes peek at wildlife, from Kika the whale to 
naked mole rats. One of the cameras, however, presents 
wildlife of the vida loca variety. The wedding cam — a 
quarter-size digital camera mounted inside the Little White 
Chapel on the Las Vegas strip — records live weddings, all 
day, every day. 

Okay, so to be truly thrilling one might have to combine 
the different cams. But remember, this is Vegas, where a 
wedding cam might catch a glimpse of an Elvis- 
impersonator groom at the moment he says “I do” to his 
showgirl bride. A random sampling of shots over the course 
of a day proves eerie: emptiness. Then, a man and woman 
in matching beige cocktail outfits are smiling at each other. 
A man in a gold lamé jacket (the band?) croons into a 
microphone in front of the couple. Emptiness. Two women 
with fanny packs stand at the door, looking lost. Emptiness. 
The chapel hosts weddings every 15 minutes during the 
week, and every six minutes on the weekends; Discovery 
Online staff say it gets upward of 30,000 hits a day. 

It’s all part of our fascination with the exotic, according 
to the Discovery Channel’s Eileen Ratnofsky.

Well, Robert, I am Katherine 
Mumblesomething from [your 
mortgage company]. When are you 
going to pay your latest installment? 

First of all, you don’t know me well 
enough to call me Robert, I say, and 
second, I sent my check in way ahead 
of time. Why, Miss Mumblesomething, are you 
calling me and interrupting the best spaghetti 
bolognese dinner I’ve ever made? 

You are delinquent, Robert, she says in a voice 
now turned ominous, one that suggests that the 
foreclosure notice is already being drafted by some 
dyspeptic semi-failed lawyer tucked away in an 
airless vault wherever my moneylenders base their 
Seize the Farm and All the Machinery — and Don’t 
Forget the Seed Corn — Department. 

After considerable disagreement about whether I 
have or have not paid my usual installment, I worm 
out of Kathy (I am spitefully calling her Kathy now; 
fake intimacy begets fake intimacy) the fact that the 
company has indeed received my check, but, says 
Kathy, it was for $124 less than the usual payment 
of $1,769.82, and I’d better get that amount plus 
another $48 in “late charges” into the mail pronto. 

. Iwas simmering before, but now I am aroused to 
a full boil, a condition that can curdle the human 
metabolism as surely as it can destroy a bolognese 
sauce. That “late charge” did it. Forty percent 
interest for a one-month period!

All this time I’ve been thinking 
that the company was a healthy institution. But 
obviously it’s so hard up for cash that it’s taken to 
shaking down its mortgage holders with loan-shark- 
style interest charges. Compassionate man that I 
am, I feel concern for the welfare of all those 
threatened mortgage-company employees, but that 
is not enough to make up for the spoiled meal, so I 
rudely hang up, vowing to confront the enemy again 
tomorrow. 

A young-sounding man at the Consumer Service 
Department takes my early-morning call and 
patiently listens to my litany of complaints.

Well, he says, it does show 
that your check was made out for $124 less than the 
required monthly payment. Neither the young man

that 40 percent interest? We call it a late charge, he 
says. Since your intent obviously was to pay the full 
amount on time, I’ll see if I can get that expunged. 

We agree that I will send a check for $124, and 
the company will find some other way of healing its 
seemingly desperate cash-flow problem. And if my 
cashed check when I receive it proves to have been 
written for the correct amount, the company will 
send me a refund. 

I am startled by this development, grateful for the 
polite and decisive way the matter is handled and 
pleased that partial justice is being achieved. But 
there is still that matter of the spoiled dinner — and 
the thousands of dinners all across America that are 
spoiled every evening by telephone marketers, bill 
collectors, poll takers, and bearers of disturbing 
news. Can’t really blame Kathy Mumblesomething 
and the others like her, who probably need the 
work. It’s the CEOs and CFOs who choose to run 
their businesses this way who are the culprits. 

So I am going to track down the CEO of my 
mortgage company. The person who answers the 
phone at the company’s Boston office won’t tell me 
his name, but he lets slip that the company’s 
headquarters is not in Pittsburgh, where the money 
goes, or in Springfield, Ohio, where the complaints 
go, but in Des Moines, Iowa, near where the tall 
corn grows. So I’ll find him. Then I’ll put that $48 
I’m “saving” (ha ha!) into finding the CEO’s home 
address and phone number, and every time he’s 
about to raise the first forkful of dinner or a glass of 
fine burgundy to his mouth, I'll ring up and tell him 
he’s delinquent — of good manners and common 
decency.

Blowing deadline without Al Neuharth 


The NewsCapade with Al Neuharth has the same 
disjointed, context-free quality that marks Neuharth’s 
signature creation, USA Today. (And why don’t they 
call it the NewsCapade Without Al Neuharth? After 
all, he wasn’t there.) The 2000-square-foot traveling 
collection of exhibits from the Freedom Forum’s 
Newseum, in Arlington, Virginia, rolled to a stop in 
Charlestown, next to the USS Constitution, from 
Monday through Thursday of this week. 

In a video titled Why Can’t They Get It Right?, 
viewers were treated to an ultracompressed version of 
journalism’s Stations of the Cross, from the Cincinnati 
Enquirer’s theft of Chiquita’s voice-mail calls to Bob 
Woodward talking about Janet Cooke, from Patricia 
Smith and Mike Barnicle (yeah, them again) to 
mistakes made in covering the near-assassination of 
Ronald Reagan. In a movie called What’s News?, a 
bass-heavy soundtrack accompanied images that 
flashed by at the speed of MTV, while Charles Osgood 
intoned, “War is news. Peace is news. Love is news. 
Hate is news.” (Can Orwell’s heirs sue for copyright 
infringement?) Against a wall, four screens displayed

A desperate bid 
for relevance? 


When anti-tax crusaders Citizens for Limited Taxation (CLT) took 
to the State House Tuesday to hold a mock birthday bash for their 
hated foe, the 10-year-old increase in the state income tax, they 
pulled out all the stops — donning pointy hats, buying a card, and 
even serving cake. Some of the more illustrious guests were 
Governor Paul Cellucci and Lieutenant Governor Jane Swift, who 
are gearing up to support a likely ballot initiative that would roll 
back the state’s income tax from 5.95 percent to five percent. 

Opponents of the rollback, which include the Tax Equity 
Alliance for Massachusetts (TEAM) and Senate president Tom 
Birmingham, warn that you can't wipe out over a billion dollars in 
revenues without devastating state services. But Cellucci would 
hear none of it at the birthday bash. “We have brought 
Massachusetts back,” said Cellucci — never mind that the 
booming national economy might have had something to do with 
the state's economic health. “Let's keep going.” 

“We want to cut the income-tax rate to create jobs and 
prosperity,” Swift chimed in. “We look forward to taking this fight to 
the people and not having any further un-celebrations like this 


“This 10-year-old won't live to 
be 12,” added Representative 
Francis Marini (R-Hanson). 

This talk of life and death 
might seem over the top, yet 
perhaps it’s appropriate 
considering how much may be 
at stake for Cellucci in the fight 
for the 2000 ballot initiative. 
The first chunk of his term has 
seen the governor fade into 
the woodwork on Beacon Hill, 
where the agenda is 
dominated by the Democratic 
legislature. Both Birmingham 
and House Speaker Thomas 
Finneran have shown interest in chasing the Democratic 
nomination for governor. And in the never-ending world of 
gubernatorial jousting, Cellucci needs the kind of lift that a tax- 
rollback victory would give him. 

“The stakes for him are huge — this is his desperate plea to be 
relevant in Massachusetts at the State House,” says Jim 
St. George, TEAM'’s executive director (disclosure: | worked for 
TEAM in 1998). “This is one way he thinks he can get off the 
bench and get back into the game.” 

Not everyone thinks Cellucci has much to lose by throwing his 
weight behind the rollback. “I don’t think this is make or break,” 
says Republican consultant Jim Nuzzo. “I don’t think he needs to 
succeed in order to be re-elected, but if it’s successful his re- 
election is assured. 

“| am not being a Pollyanna,” he adds. “But my real feeling is 
that by doing this there is no downside.” 

Still, it’s worth noting that Cellucci didn’t go so far as to wear a 
pointy hat on CLT’s behalf. It may be a long time before the 
election, but on this issue, he can clown around only so much.

Beyond the pall 


The best bags for grown-up beach toys 


OING TO THE beach isn't the same 

once you become an adult. Now you're 

responsible for more than just digging 
massive holes in the sand: you actually have to 
plan. Gone are the days when all you had to 
Carry was your shovel and your pail. Now you 
have to remember the cooler, the chairs, the 
change of clothes, the sun block, the blanket, the 
reading material, the radio, the paddle ball, the 
raft, and the cell phone 

Buying a beach bag is a rite of passage into 
this world of serious beach-going. A bag doesn't 
just save you from fumbling with all that stuff as 
you walk in agony over the scorching sand. It 
also saves you time; if you keep all your beach 
materials in it, you can just grab it and go. It’s 
easy enough to buy a bag at the last minute at a 
roadside beach store, but the wares there tend to 
have the flimsiest materials and the most garish 
colors. For the best odds of finding an attractive, 
affordable beach bag, shop before you go. 
Probably the sturdiest and most classic bag is 

the L.L. Bean boat tote ($21 for a large), which 
has been known to last more than 20 years. 
Lightweight straw bags also work well at the 
beach, though they may not be so durable once 
they get wet and sandy. The Gap makes a small 
natural straw bag ($12.99 on sale) with plastic 
around the straps so they don't fray. But you can 
also find a variety of cheap straw bags at depart- 
ment stores: take the yellow Magid at Filene’s 
Basement ($19.99). The shoulder strap leaves 
your hands free, and a small inside pocket keeps 
your valuables safe. Also popular because of its 
bright plaid pattern and low cost is Nomad’s 
extremely light Mexican-made plastic mesh sack 
($8) — it’s full of holes, so you don't have to take 
the beach home with you. The best deal, though, 
may be the thick plastic tote ($2.49) available at 
CVS. Though the handles might cut into your 
hands if you're carrying a heavy load, it’s virtually

indestructible, and you can just hose it down if it 
gets too sandy. 

Maybe even a $2.49 beach bag sounds too 
grown-up and practical for you; maybe you're 
asking why you can’t just cram a few essentials 
into your everyday bag and make do. But trust 
us. You'll be sorry next February when you're still 
picking sand off your Chapstick and out from 
between the pages of your books.

THE STRAIGHT DOPE’

What’s the deal with the plastic rings that hold six-packs of beer 
and soda together? Is it true that animals get caught in them? Is it 
important to cut the rings apart in order to prevent needless 
deaths? 


Via the Internet 


It’s less important than a lot of other things you could do. The 
emphasis on six-pack rings (known in the biz as “yokes”) is an 
example of the feel-good approach to ecoactivism typified by 
John Javna’s 1990 book, Fifty Simple Things You Can Do To 
Save the Earth, in which cutting up six-pack rings was cited as 
Simple Thing #2. I’m not saying the 50 simple things are use- 
less, but we’d probably get more accomplished if we could focus 
on some Not So Simple and Sometimes Downright Hard Things 
instead. 

Yokes first floated into public awareness in the late 1970s, 
when environmentalists began calling attention to the problem of 
waterborne trash. The masses of floating or beached crud visible 
on many shores not only look gross, but also threaten wildlife. 
More than 260 marine species, including turtles, birds, mam- 
mals, and fish, can ingest or become entangled in man-made wa- 
terborne junk. During the 1998 International Coastal Clean-up, 
volunteers hauled away 10.4 million items of trash from coast- 
lines around the world (including 1.6 million cigarette butts). 

Marine debris comes in all shapes and sizes, but six-pack rings 
became the poster child of the cleanup movement early on, after 
several photographs of ring-strangled seabirds were widely repro- 
duced. Anecdotal accounts also focused attention on the yokes: 
Javna’s book cited a 1988 clean-up of 300 miles of Texas beach 
that turned up 15,600 sets in three hours. 

Gradually the public, and to some extent the media, became 
convinced that six-pack rings were the primary marine-debris 
problem. “Marine scientists and environmentalists say an esti- 
mated one million seabirds and 100,000 marine mammals are 
killed each year by six-pack rings and other plastic material they 
mistake for food,” claimed a 1987 Associated Press story, mis- 
leadingly placing the blame on rings rather than on plastic in 
general. Many jurisdictions passed laws requiring that rings be 
environmentally degradable; all rings currently made will de- 
grade in sunlight in a few weeks or months, depending on the 
season. 

The fact is, however, that the six-pack-ring threat has been 
greatly exaggerated. According to the Center for Marine Conser- 
vation, only .48 percent of the 10.4 million items collected during 
the 1998 clean-up were rings. Between 1988 and 1998, US 
clean-ups uncovered 1089 instances of animal entanglement, but 
only seven percent involved six-pack rings. The real offenders 
were monofilament fishing line, fishhooks, and lures, implicated 
in 42 percent of the cases. Add in crab and lobster traps, nets, 
and related equipment, and we find that fishing gear accounts for 
almost half of all entanglements. 

Despite having been singled out somewhat unfairly, the maker 
of six-pack rings, [TW Hi-Cone, has been pretty game about 
dealing with the issue. In addition to making photodegradable 
rings, Hi-Cone for some years offered a version of its product 
with tear tabs that broke the rings, reducing the chances of en- 
tanglement. But research showed that hardly anyone used the 
tabs, so they’re being phased out. The company continues to 
sponsor ring-recycling programs; see www.ringleader.com for 
details. 

Does cutting up six-pack rings do any good? It doesn’t hurt, 
but it doesn’t really address the problem. If you’re enough of a 
pig to discard plastic on a beach, you probably don’t cut it up 
first. I prefer this Simple If Slightly Icky Way To Save the Plan- 
et: bring some of those scorned plastic grocery bags on your 
next beach stroll or nature walk and fill them with any trash you 
find. If you fish and your line gets irretrievably tangled or 
snagged, cut loose as close to the snag as you can and don’t 
throw the tangle over the side, lest the abandoned line strangle 
the next critter that happens by. Finally, participate in the Inter- 
national Coastal Clean-up on September 18. Call (800) CM- 
CBEACH for details. ©

lf we’re all So sex-positive, why can’t women get 
no satisfaction? As Germaine Greer explains, 
men are getting a little . . . self-involved. 


HEN GERMAINE GREER published The Fe- 

male Eunuch nearly 30 years ago, she created a 

sensation with her bawdy sense of humor, her 
embrace of sexual pleasure, and her brash denunciation of 
what she saw as a woman-hating culture. Though she’s pub- 
lished seven books since then, she swore she’d never write a se- 
quel to that famous manifesto — but now she has. These days, 
Greer observes, those in power have declared that “feminism 
has served its purpose and should now eff off,” and many femi- 
nists seem to agree, declaring that women now “have it all.” 
Greer’s latest book, The Whole Woman, is a passionate and fu- 
rious response to that complacency. 

Whereas The Female Eunuch was exuberant, The Whole 
Woman has struck many critics as cranky and perverse. It has 
encountered skepticism even among old fans, especially when it 
comes to Greer’s views on the body (Pap smears are useless 
torture and abortion rights a snare, but female circumcision is 
maybe not so bad). Yet one theme has remained constant: her 
belief that women must reject mere equality in favor of libera- 
tion. The feminists of her era “did not see the female’s potential 
in terms of the male actual,” she writes; they “knew that women 
could never find freedom by agreeing to live the lives of unfree 
men.” Today, she believes that despite superficial progress to- 
ward equality, liberation is further off than ever. Nowhere is that 
more true than in the bedroom. 


EX AT THE end of the century is no longer a matter of intercourse. 

The sex of the millennium is pornography. Pornography is the sexual- 
ity of the information revolution, elaborated to achieve all the staggering 
impact of which the megamedia are capable, projecting the images of the 
best-known sex objects as far as distant planets in galaxies unknown. Tom- 
my Lee videoed his conjugal relations with Pamela Anderson because he 
was more deeply in love with pornography than with her. He was signaling 
his fellowship with all the other men who spill their seed on the famously, 
preposterously erotic image of his abused wife. Women are not the point of 
pornography. Pornography is the flight from woman, men’s denial of sex as 
a medium of communication, their denial of sex as the basis for a relation- 
ship, their rejection of fatherhood, their perpetual incontinent adolescence. 
The victims of pornography are men, not women. Pornography makes men 
leaky vessels, and undoes the principal male virtue of continence. As men’s 
real power dwindles, pornography is their refuge. Fear of commitment is 
inseparable from indulgence in pornography. Masturbation is easy; rela- 
tionships are difficult. Relationships interfere with masturbation. 

Cecil Lewis, who “fought the Red Baron, wrote a bestseller, won an Os- 
car, saw the last Manchu emperor and still found time to seduce 500 wom- 
en,” died as old as the century in 1997. Perhaps we should be glad that we 
shall not see his like again, but the substitution of masturbation for seduc- 
tion means even more loneliness for heterosexual women, loneliness that is 
keenest within the embrace of a lover. 

Masturbation, which a man begins as soon as gonadal activity intensifies at 
adolescence, when it may take place several or more times a day, continues 
with gradually diminishing frequency all his life. At the beginning of the 20th 
century masturbation was thought to debilitate an individual and frequent 
masturbation to be pathological. At the end of the century, though the word 
“wanker” is still contemptuous and implies that an individual is feeble and 
worthless, masturbation carries no stigma. Among the effects of the poet 
Philip Larkin at his death was found a considerable collection of pornograph- 
ic magazines that as the poet of solitary sex he had seen no need to destroy. 
At the end of the century masturbation is thought to be good for males and 
females alike, though there is no comparison between women’s level of inter- 
est in masturbation and men’s. According to Anne Hooper, “Most women 
need to learn how to masturbate.” No man does. An entire publishing indus- 
try has been built on men’s insatiable appetite for aids to masturbation. The 
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10 best-selling British porn magazines sell about two million copies a month, 
bringing in a yearly total of about $71 million. The American magazines Play- 
boy and Penthouse sell about 10 million copies worldwide each month. 

The lads’ magazine loaded for January 1997 sampled 38 magazines, total 
cost $189.28, in search of “page by page reliable porn.” The best were 
“cheap, nasty and really filthy, great!”; the worst featured older women, wom- 
en on the toilet, women with mustaches, “girls who look like your best mate’s 
bird’s friend,” or “a bucketful of pigs.” The intrusion of another man into the 
imagery was enough to put them off: “couldn’t bang one out over this” was 
the verdict in such cases. Merchandising impersonal sexual stimuli is big busi- 
ness. The newspapers Sport, Sunday Sport, and their associated titles are 
worth close to $785 million. Paul Raymond of London’s Soho sex revues, 
proprietor of the porn monthlies Escort, Mayfair, Men Only, Club, Razzle, and 
Mensworld, is supposed to be worth something like $550 million. To the soft- 
porn magazines Penthouse, Knave, Fiesta, Club, and Hustler that sell about 
half a million copies a month must be added niche magazines like Big and Fat 
and Forty Plus that sell about 10,000 per month. Models for these magazines

Sexational Secrets 
As part of its endless crusade to bring men and women to simultaneous 
orgasm, Cosmopolitan magazine for January 1997 invited men to explain 
their sexuality.

People who come to know their pleasure by masturbation will replicate 
the most successful combinations of mental images and physical action at 
the very time when they are supposed to be most intimate with another per- 
son. The great appeal of blowjobs is that the real and present woman is least 
able to interpose her personhood on the interaction when her face is im- 
paled on the penis. In some British circles women are now expected to per- 
form fellatio on demand. British men are not expected to return the favor 
and seldom do. As far as sex is concerned, both equality and liberation are 
further off than ever. Masturbation is as easy for women as it is for men, 
but they are simply less interested in it; most women still need or think they 
need actual contact with real men in order to feel any significant amount of 
pleasurable tension and subsequent release.

The intention of the 20th-century feminist was at one stroke to demystify 
the entire female body, which at that stage was being revealed piecemeal in 
the public prints. The display was less hostile than the girl riots of today are 
meant to be. For shock value it was probably on a par with Donita Sparks’s 
pulling a tampon out of her vagina and flinging it into the audience when 
L7 was on stage at the Reading Festival of 1992. 

What the “early feminist” learned from the pointless surrender of her 
own privacy is that female genital display is a weapon that can only inflict 
injury on the displayer. Though male genital exposure frightens women, fe- 
male genital exposure, whether intended to be hostile or alluring, reinforces 
men’s sense of their own superiority. As long as men think of women’s bod- 
ies as commodities offered for their consumption, there is no liberation to 
be had either in taking clothes off or in keeping bodies covered. There has 
been an attempt to encourage women to take the same attitude, by includ- 
ing images of partly clad pop stars and athletes in girls’ and women’s maga- 
zines, but there is no comparison whatever between these and the plethora 
of images of mostly anonymous women juggling huge breasts and pouting 
wetly at the camera in men’s masturbation mags. 

In the 1970s a veritable mythology of female orgasm developed, from the 
wondrous G-spot, which had only to be touched to set off deep and shud- 
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dering orgasms, to the belief that the true, the deep, the genuine female or- 
gasm was the most sensational and uplifting experience any human is capa- 


ble of, enough in itself to explain why so few women bother climbing Mount 


Everest. If you could get the biggest thrill of all with your vibrator without 
even stirring from your warm bed, who would bother toiling up a freezing 
mountain for weeks on end? The mythology of the female orgasm could be 
considered the last ideological push of the heterosexual establishment. If 
only women could have been endowed with a sexual response that exactly 
mirrored the male experience of ejaculation and orgasm, the continuing co- 


habitation of the sexes might have kept its position as the dominant lifestyle. 


Nothing, however, could disguise the fact that, where male response tended 
to be mechanical, female response continued to manifest as unpredictable. 
Only radical lesbians were able to handle the idea that female sexuality 
might not be symmetrical with male sexuality and that reconstructing it to 
fit might result in a net loss of delight.

A man who knows which buttons to press to get his partner to 
come and dutifully presses them in every sexual encounter is seeking to 
produce in his partner stereotyped orgasms rather like his own. Clearly 
these are not what women want, or the sway of the vibrator would be far 
greater than it is. 

Nobody nowadays would question the notion that sex is good for you.

HEN IT COMES to reaching po- 
Wes readers, the Boston Globe’s 

billboard on the Southeast Express- 
way, just a stone’s throw from the paper’s 
Dorchester headquarters, is as prime a 
piece of real estate as you can find. Every 
morning, tens of thousands of commuters 
see it on their way into the city. On particu- 
larly rough mornings, there’s time enough 
to memorize the damn thing. 

So what message has the Globe chosen 
to share with the public? A close-up of the 
Thursday “Calendar” supplement, along 
with this weirdly nonsensical message: FULL 
OF REASONS TO WHACK THE SNOOZE BAR THE 
NEXT DAY. Snorts a newsroom insider: “No- 
body knows what the hell it means. We’re 
just terrible at marketing ourselves.” 

In the absence of a more substantive ex- 
planation, the billboard stands as a reason- 
ably apt metaphor for why the New York 
Times Company booted Ben Taylor out of 
the publisher’s suite and into the largely 
ceremonial position of Globe Newspaper 
Company board chairman this past Mon- 
day, replacing him with Richard Gilman, 
one of its senior vice-presidents. According 
to several inside sources, Taylor, a laid- 
back Yankee whose family had run the 
Globe since 1873, simply didn’t mesh with 
the hard-driving corporate culture of the 
Times Company. 

It’s not that Taylor didn’t care. But it 
wasn’t his style to get visibly bent out of 
shape over a drop in circulation, a decline 
in advertising revenues, or, for that matter, 
a stupid billboard campaign. As Taylor put 
it on Monday, in a 15-minute joint inter- 
view he and Gilman gave the Phoenix in a 
cavernous Globe conference room, “I 
would be disingenuous if I said this wasn’t 
a sad day, but I’m basically an optimistic 
person and a positive person.” 

The message from New York was clear: 
from now on, optimism must be accompa- 
nied by results. 

At a newspaper where there are few se- 
crets, Taylor’s downfall came as a shock. 


Sources say Times Company chairman 
Arthur Sulzberger Jr. flew to Boston two 
weeks ago to give Taylor the bad news. But 
with very few exceptions, no one at the 
Globe knew about it until Monday. “This 
place leaks like a sieve — there are no se- 
crets. But this really was a secret,” says one 
source. Adds editorial-page editor David 
Greenway, “I was surprised. I didn’t think 
the New York Times Company would make 
a change at the top unless things were go- 
ing a great deal worse than they are.” 

In fact, from a financial point of view, 
things are not going all that badly. But 
they’re not going all that well, either. Giv- 
en that the Sulzberger family paid 
$1.1 billion for the Globe in 1993, roughly 
half of the Times Company’s market value, 
it’s not really surprising that New York de- 
cided finally to put an end to a situation 
that has allowed the Taylors to have their 
cake and eat it too. At the time of the sale, 
then-publisher William Taylor negotiated a 
provision that left the Taylors in charge 
for five years. When he retired two years 
ago, he was allowed to pass the baton to 
his younger second cousin, Ben Taylor. 
But with the expiration of the hands-off 
agreement — what old foreign-policy 
hand Greenway jokingly refers to as “one 
country, two systems” — late last year, 
Sulzberger’s move was inevitable. 

At a time when newspaper circulation is 
declining nationally, the Globe’s has been 
falling at a particularly worrisome rate. The 
number of daily papers sold has gone from 
505,000 to 469,000 since 1993, and Sun- 
day circulation has dropped from 811,000 | 
to 730,000 over the same time period. 
Within the Times Company itself, the Globe | 
has gone from a leader to a laggard over 
the past several years. According to the 
company’s first-quarter report for this year, 
the Globe’s ad revenue was down 2.5 per- 
cent, and its circulation was down 1.6 per- 
cent compared to the first quarter of 1998. 
By contrast, the Times itself reported a

5.4 percent boost in ad revenue and a 
3.8 percent increase in circulation; and its 
group of 21 smaller regional newspapers 
was up 6.7 percent in ad revenue and down 
just 0.9 percent in circulation 

The Globe’s numbers are hardly disas- 
trous, especially given Taylor’s contention 
that, for three years in a row, the paper has 
had a 25 percent profit margin. But 
sources say Times Company president 
Russell Lewis, who is reportedly close to 
Sulzberger, demands clear plans, goals, 
and deadlines from those who report to 
him and that he had grown increasingly 
frustrated with Taylor, who simply didn’t 
operate that way. Then, too, Arthur 
Sulzberger Jr., a more aggressive executive 
than his father, with whom the Taylors 
negotiated the 1993 sale, is increasingly 
determined to put his own stamp on the 
company 

‘My guess is that he is going to be more 
assertive than his father was, and that he’s 
going to reach in and make some manage- 
ment changes at the Globe,” says New 
Yorker media writer Ken Auletta 

Indeed, despite Rich Gilman’s assur- 
ances to the staff and the press on Mon- 
day that his arrival does not portend 
wholesale changes, precisely no one ex- 
pects him to be a passive publisher. The 
Times Company, in its announcement, 
emphasized the 48-year-old Gilman’s ex- 
pertise in circulation and advertising 
technology. And despite a brief stint as a 
journalist early in his career (he was a re- 
porter and assistant managing editor at 
the Arizona Daily Star), the Harvard 
MBA may actually prove to be a more tra- 
ditional, hands-off-the-newsroom pub- 
lisher than Ben Taylor, a reporter who 
rose to be the Globe’s executive editor be- 
fore moving to the business side some 
years ago. But obviously Gilman has a 
mandate to evaluate every aspect of the 
Globe. And that has a lot of people won- 
dering about the fate of editor Matt 


Storin, who enjoys a close relationship 
with Taylor. 

Gilman’s answer: “We have complete 
confidence in him as the editor of the 
newspaper. Nothing is changing here in 
terms of the editorial autonomy of the 
newspaper.” There have been times, 
though, when New York’s confidence has 
seemed less than absolute — such as a year 
ago, when Times editorial-page editor 
Howell Raines wrote a stinging commen- 
tary about Taylor’s and Storin’s actions re- 
garding former Globe columnists Patricia 
Smith and Mike Barnicle, who resigned 
amid charges that they had fabricated char- 
acters and quotes. Gilman says that “a con- 
troversy from a year ago is not one of the 
things on the radar screen at the moment.” 

Storin, for his part, isn’t reading too 
much into Gilman’s vote of confidence, 
making it clear that he sees the change as 
nothing more than an opportunity to prove 
himself to a new boss. “I’m sure he’s evalu- 
ating me,” Storin says. “I want to work at a 


_place where I’m evaluated. I don’t want to 


work at a place where there’s guaranteed 
tenure. If it doesn’t work out, I’ll leave and 
I’ll go on.” And he says of Gilman: “I feel 
very comfortable with him. The chemistry 
is good.” 

Among those who believe Storin deserves 
to survive the change in publishers is Tom 
Rosenstiel, director of the Project for Ex- 
cellence in Journalism, who notes that the 
paper floundered between 1985, when 
Tom Winship retired, and 1992, when the 
Taylors brought Storin back to 135 Mor- 
rissey Boulevard. (Storin had left the Globe 
and become a top editor at the New York 
Daily News.) “Matt brought a lot to that 
paper, simply in sort of righting the ship,” 
says Rosenstiel. But though the Globe has 
clearly improved under Storin, he is also an 
occasionally mercurial presence, with peo- 
ple-management skills that don’t always 
match his editing skills. The best guess is 
that it will take Gilman some time to decide 
whether Storin is the right editor for the 
long haul. 


Then again, speculation is something of 
a fool’s game, especially when the princi- 
pals are being so close-mouthed about 
why Ben Taylor is being shoved aside. At 
an hour-long staff meeting on Monday, 
sources say, Taylor and Gilman were 
asked repeatedly why the change had been 
made, only to receive the same non-answers. 
“Mr. Gilman talked about how much he 
respected the Globe staff and the newspa- 
per,” says transportation reporter Tom 
Palmer. “I’d have liked to see the new 
management show some of that respect 
by providing some answers as to why this 
happened.” Adds op-ed-page columnist 
Jeff Jacoby: “My own view is that that 
meeting did not get things off on the right 
foot. And I couldn’t understand why they 
would put 150 journalists in a room and 
not tell them anything.” Counters Storin: 
“It was wise to have the staff meeting, 
but I think they were in an impossible 
position there.” 

Perhaps the most pressing question, 
though, isn’t why Taylor is leaving, or 
whether Storin is staying. Rather, it’s 
whether the Globe’s mission will change 
under Gilman —- whether the Globe will 
downsize from a paper that more or less 
competes with the Times to one that, as 
Rosenstiel puts it, functions more as a 
“complement,” cutting back on its own 
coverage of national and foreign affairs 
and substituting stories from the Times 
instead. 

When asked about that by the Phoenix, 
Gilman wasn’t entirely reassuring. His 
goal, he says, is to “maintain or even im- 
prove upon the editorial quality of the 
newspaper and maintain the independence 
of the editorial voice.” But when pressed 
about the possibility of cuts in national 
and international coverage, he replies, “I 
can’t see us addressing a major change 
like that anytime in the near future.” In 
part, he says, such a move would depend 
on what Boston, with its “huge intellectual 
community,” expects from the Globe. 
“What might seem like an expense might 
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make great business sense,” he says. The 
bottom line, in other words, is the bottom 
line. 

As for Ben Taylor, Monday truly marked 
the end of an era. The Globe was founded 
in 1872, and within a year General Charles 
H. Taylor had been hired to run the trou- 
bled enterprise. The Taylors eventually 
came to own the Globe, and Ben Taylor is 
the fifth member of his family to serve as 
publisher. 

At a department heads’ meeting that pre- 
ceded the staff meeting, Taylor offered a 
prayer. “It was nice,” says one who was 
there. Although Taylor, at 52, is a very 
wealthy man, and he and other family 
members remain major shareholders in the 
Times Company, there is some poignancy 
to his being marginalized as the chairman. 
His heart is said to be in journalism, and 
those who know him say he moved to the 
business side more out of a sense of obliga- 
tion than enthusiasm. “I think people feel 
bad for Ben,” says a newsroom source. “He 
probably would have spent the rest of his 
career in the newsroom, but the family 
called.” 

Globe veteran Jack Thomas, currently 
the paper’s ombudsman, says that because 
of the Taylors’ self-effacing style, few know 
about their contributions to the region’s 
civic life, to charity, to culture, even to im- 
proved race relations. 

“If they were not a Globe family, the 
Globe would be all over this story,” 
Thomas says. “It’s a real heartbreak for an 
awful lot of people here. The feeling is that 
it’s not our paper anymore. 

“On the other hand, the Times people 
ain’t fools. They know how to publish a 
newspaper.” 

It’s a politic statement, to be sure, but it’s 
also true. The question, yet to be answered, 
is whether the Sulzbergers are as commit- 
ted to publishing a great newspaper in Bos- 
ton as they are in New York. @

Attorney General Tom Reilly’s defense 
of the controversial Burma law | 
could prove he’s more than just a 
tough-on-crime prosecutor

month, the First Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld the ruling. According to the ap- 
peals court’s unanimous decision, “the 
conduct of the nation’s foreign affairs 
cannot be effectively managed on behalf 
of all the nation’s citizens if each of the 
many state and local governments pursues 
its own foreign policy.” 

But Reilly and other backers of the law 
say the case is less about foreign policy 
and more about the power of cities and 
states to apply moral criteria to their pur- 
chases — the way citizens do when they

ACK UP A few months in the life of 
Bicone General Tom Reilly. He 

was in the thick of the election sea- 
son’s muddiest fight, slugging it out with 
State Senator Lois Pines of Newton to 
win the Democratic nomination for the 
state AG’s job. 

Reilly — who made his reputation as 
the tough-bordering-on-overzealous dis- 
trict attorney of Middlesex County — was 
being knocked by Pines for holding what 
she believed was too narrow a view of the 
AG’s office. The attorney general, said the 
Pines campaign, 
should be more than 
just a prosecutor on 
steroids. Boston Globe 
columnist Eileen Mc- 
Namara flogged the 
point: “By all appear- 
ances,” she scolded 
last September, “Reil- 
ly sees the post as no 
more than a glorified 
district attorney.” 

Well, score a point 
for the Reilly side. His 
office announced this 
week that it will wade 
into the foreign-policy 
arena by petitioning 
the Supreme Court to 
reverse a federal-court 
decision that struck 
down a state law bar- 
ring Massachusetts 
from giving contracts 
to companies that do 
business with the 
country of Burma. 

The repressive mili- 
tary junta that rules 
Burma (renamed 
Myanmar by the 
regime) has been in 
the crosshairs of hu- 
man-rights activists 
for years. In 1990, it 
ignored the results of 
an election that would 
have put the National 
League tor Democra- 
cy in power. Activists 
say it has wiped out 
political expression 
consistently and 
sometimes violently, 
used forced labor to 
build its infrastructure, and censored and 
intimidated the leader of the democracy 
movement, Aung San Suu Kyi. 

The state law was the project of State 
Representative Byron Rushing (D-Bos- 
ton), human-rights activist Simon Billen- 
ness, and others. Since passing the legis- 
lature in 1996, it has been shot down 
twice by federal courts after challenges 
from a coalition of large corporations 
called the National Foreign Trade Council 
(NFTC). Last year, Boston federal-court 
judge Joseph Tauro struck down the law, 
ruling that it improperly allowed states to 
set foreign policy. Then—attorney general 
Scott Harshbarger appealed, but last 
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boycott brands for reasons of politics or 
principle. 

The Supreme Court challenge could 
end with a whimper instead of a bang: the 
court accepts only a small fraction of the 
cases it is asked to hear. If the court does 
hear the case, though, its decision will 
have implications not just for Massachu- 
setts, but for any city or state that wants 
to use its buying power to pressure re- 
pressive governments into reform. Al- 
though Massachusetts is so far the only 
state to enact selective-purchasing legisla- 
tion related to Burma, such laws are 
pending in several other states and are al-

ready on the books in dozens of cities, in- 
cluding New York, Los Angeles, and 
Portland, Oregon. 

“It’s a high-stakes gamble,” says Billen- 
ness, a member of the New England Bur- 
ma Roundtable and an analyst with Trilli- 
um Asset Management, a socially con- 
scious investment firm. “If they uphold 
the decision, it nationalizes the decision, 
and that would strike down Burma laws 
across the country. And also, a range of 
other laws would be at risk. What’s at risk 
here is the right of citizens to ensure their 
tax dollars are spent in accordance with 
their moral principles.” 

“Is it a gamble? Certainly,” 
says Reilly. “Any time you liti- 
gate any matter there is a risk or 
a gamble, but there are impor- 
tant matters at issue here, im- 
portant enough to fight for.” 


EILLY’S ACTIONS on Bur- 

ma, a welcome sign for those 
who want to see the Massachu- 
setts law survive, also give hope 
to those who believe the role of 
the attorney general should be 
an activist one. But this isn’t the 
first encouraging signal he’s giv- 
en those observers so far in his 
young term. 

Reilly has taken an aggres- 
sive stance on the proposed 
Fleet-BankBoston megamerg- 
er, arguing that, in order to 
create a strong competitor, one 
large out-of-state bank should 
be granted permission to gob- 
ble up the branches that Fleet 
and BankBoston would be 
forced to divest. This bucks 
the wishes of many state politi- 
cians, who believe smaller 
community banks should be al- 
lowed to divide the cast-off 
branches among themselves. 

Reilly has also criticized the 
planned merger between Boston 
Edison and Commonwealth 
Electric, calling a proposed plan 
to freeze rates for several years 
an inadequate gesture to consumers. 
“The rate freeze deprives customers of 
rate decreases, to the enrichment of 
shareholders,” Reilly told the Boston 
Globe last month. 

“I would say that he is just getting his 
stride, and we are encouraged by a few of 
the early actions he’s made,” says Rob 
Sargent, legislative director of the Massa- 
chusetts Public Interest Research Group, 
which has been critical of the utility- 
merger plans. Bruce Marks, executive di- 
rector of the Neighborhood Assistance 
Corporation of America, a community ad- 
vocacy and housing group, is also pleas- 
antly surprised by what he’s seen so far. 
“Certainly the perception was that he 
would look at just people who rob and 
steal with a gun or a knife,” he says, com- 
menting on Reilly’s bank-merger position. 
“But now he has shown he is looking at 
entities that rob and steal with a stroke of 
a pen.” 

Now, by looking across the ocean, Reil- 
ly could make waves not just in Massa- 
chusetts but around the country and even 
the world. The 1996 Massachusetts law is 
among those credited with changing the 
behavior of several large companies. Ap- 
ple Computer and Eastman- Kodak, 
among others, have cited such laws as 
reasons for pulling out of Burma. 

But these laws have angered many US 
trading partners, who complain that such 
legislation violates free-trade principles. 
The European Commission and the gov- 
ernment of Japan have complained to the 
World Trade Organization that the Mas- 
sachusetts law runs afoul of an interna- 
tional agreement on contract bidding. 

Mainly, though, the war on selective- 
purchasing laws, and the Massachusetts 
law in particular, is being waged by the 
NFTC, which has more than 500 member 
corporations. This represents real muscle 
— corporate board members of the 
NFTC include Texaco, Monsanto, and 
General Electric. 

The NFTC calls unilateral sanctions 





bad for business. Selective-purchasing 
laws, says NFTC president Frank Kit- 
tredge, would hurt companies doing 
business with Burma without really influ- 
encing the Burmese regime, because a 
government can always find other suppli- 
ers. “The selective-purchasing laws,” he 
says, “are feel-good measures that don’t 
work.” What’s more, he adds, the laws 
make US suppliers “unreliable” in the 
global marketplace. 

Although the fight over the Massachu- 
setts law largely pits big business against 
human-rights advocates and sympathetic 
politicians (many members of Congress 
expressed their support to the appeals 
court), even some on the left share the

trade council’s opposition to selective 
purchasing. One long-time Boston-area 
progressive activist agrees with Kittredge, 
arguing that the Burma law is more about 
making liberals in Massachusetts feel 
good about themselves than about effect- 
ing change in Burma. “This is Newton 
liberalism,” says the activist, who asked 
for anonymity, arguing that the Burmese 
regime’s self-isolation limits the impact of 
outside pressure. 

Reilly’s office, however, insists that 
states should have the right to make deci- 
sions based on the human-rights priori- 
ties supported by their own legislatures. 
Backers of the law point out that the foes 
of South African apartheid demonstrated 
the value of applying moral criteria to in- 
vestment and business. 

The Burma law “is a decision about 
how the state wants to spend its own 
funds,” says Tom Barnico, the assistant 
attorney general working on the case. 
“We say we can apply a moral principle to 
our spending decisions.” 

Adds Reilly: “It is really about the 
rights of a state, the rights of Massachu- 
setts and other states, to advocate for hu- 
man rights . . . we feel very strongly that 
the state takes positions against regimes 
that violate human rights.” 

Byron Rushing believes there’s even 
more at stake here. Simply put, he says, it’s 
a decision about whether, in a globalized 
economy, corporations have any account- 
ability at all. The NFTC, says Rushing, 
“doesn’t want popular grassroots demo- 
cratic actions to affect any of the business 
they do, anytime, anywhere, anyplace. 

“This is the tyranny of corporate Amer- 
ica at work,” he adds. “They see this [the 
Burma law] as an intrusion on their abili- 
ty to run their corporations, and we don’t 
believe American corporations should 
have unlimited power.” 

In this case, at least, Reilly doesn’t either. @

An All-Star Weekend encounter concludes 
one man’s lifelong sports grudge 


Fred end

S EXPECTED, BOSTON’S 
Qos Weekend provided lo- 

cal folks with a lifetime’s worth 
of memories. Area scalpers realized 
the childlike thrill of charging corpo- 
rate plutocrats $2000 for obstructed- 
view tickets. Green Line riders discov- 
ered that more than 398 drunken out- 
of-towners can cram themselves into a 
single subway car. And me, I was fi- 
nally able to close the book on a child- 
hood baseball nightmare. 

Here’s the story: back in the late 
1970s, when I was a tyke, my favorite 
Red Sox player was Fred 
Lynn, the center fielder 
best known for his 1975 
feat of winning the 
American League’s 
Rookie of the Year and 
Most Valuable Player 
awards in the same sea- 
son. I was such a Fred 
Lynn fan that, one night, 

I dragged my mom to Fi- 
lene’s because my hero 
was going to be there, 
signing autographs. 
When I got there, I must 
have waited two hours in 
line. And I was barely 10 
feet away from the table 
where Lynn was signing 
when a store attendant 
announced that, sorry, 
Fred was leaving. 

It got worse. As a con- 
solation prize, the store 
attendant started hand- 
ing out pre-signed glossy 
photographs of Fred 
Lynn, but I was so little 
that I got trampled in the 
rush. When all the glossy 
photos were consumed, 
the attendant handed out 
xeroxes of the glossy photo, and, after 
two hours of standing in line, that’s 
exactly what I got — a gray photo- 
copy of Fred Lynn’s autographed 
photo. Even at eight years old, I knew 
what that was: a piece of crap. 

From then on, I had a special dis- 
taste for Fred Lynn. It was the kind of 
irrational, deeply personal schaden- 
freude that only children and the 
dorkiest of sports fans can sustain. 
When Lynn was traded to the Califor- 
nia Angels and Beantown fans 
moaned, I cheered. When Lynn’s 
once-limber body became hobbled by 
injuries and he fell from his usual All- 
Star status, I smirked. When he closed 
out his career as a pinch hitter with the 
San Diego Padres, I chuckled. And 
lately, when his name slid further and 
further down in baseball’s annual Hall 
of Fame balloting, I smiled. 

But last week, I was reading the pa- 
per and saw that, as part of the All- 
Star jamboree, none other than former 
Red Sox All-Star Fred Lynn was going 
to be signing autographs — at Filene’s 
in Downtown Crossing, of all places. 
And you know what I started think- 
ing, don’t you? Closure, baby. 


WO DAYS later, I’m on the Green 

Line heading for Park Street. I’m 
thinking of what I’ll say to Fred Lynn 
when I finally meet him after 20-plus 
years of festering resentment. So far, 


I’ve whittled it down to three options: 

a) Fred Lynn, you suck 

b) Fred Lynn, you suck monkey ass 

c) thank you 

To be honest, only a) and b) seem 
worthwhile. The bitterness is still 
strong. As I sit on the train, | become 
hopeful that the Fred Lynn I'll find at 
Filene’s in 1999 is no longer the 
handsome, lean wonderboy of the 
1970s but a bald, beer-gutted has- 
been with bad teeth, a gimp leg, and a 
toupee. Wouldn’t it be great, I think, 
if no one shows up at his lousy All- 


Star Weekend autograph appearance 
except for me? 

Fat chance. When | arrive at Fi- 
lene’s at noon sharp, it’s a full-fledged 
Fred Lynn lovefest. There are dozens 
of men in their 30s and 40s, some 
wearing those God-awful polyester 
jerseys the Sox wore in the 1970s. 
There are women clutching faded por- 
traits of fabled Freddy, and plenty of 
kids who seem genuinely excited about 
meeting a player they never saw play. 
The line for Lynn’s autograph weaves 
from men’s designer shirts to pants to 
underwear to cologne. There must be 
150 people here already; the first ones 
in line, I’m told, arrived at 9:30 a.m. 

And there’s Fred Lynn. He’s 
dressed in an orange polo shirt, linen 
pants, and leather sandals, and his 
slightly-graying-but-still-thick (sigh) 
black hair is covered by a khaki-colored 
All-Star Game cap. He’s standing in 
front of a table of designer ties next to 
an attractive auburn-haired woman 
who I guess must be some person of 
importance in Fred Lynn’s life. Fred 
Lynn himself is tanner than a charter- 
fishing-boat captain, and his frame is 
trim and sinewy. He’s pretty small 
compared to today’s ballplayers (next 
to Mark McGwire or Sammy Sosa, 
Lynn would look like Mini-Me), but 
he appears lean, fit, and athletic, like 
he could still go out and play two. 
This is extremely disappointing. 


Lynn is introduced by a local 
sports-radio guy, who gives a quick 
primer on the former star’s accom- 
plishments and explains how fortu- 
nate he feels to be here with Fred 
Lynn, and how we, too, should feel 
fortunate about being here with Fred 
Lynn, and generally blathers on about 
Fred Lynn to the point where every- 
one, including Fred Lynn, seems to 
want him to shut up. The radio guy 
asks Lynn a few questions, and Lynn, 
who is now in his mid 40s and a 
baseball analyst for ESPN, is pleasant 

and forgivingly brief. 
“He looks so young,” an 
elderly man next to me 
says. “He’s got to be, 
what, 60 years old?” 

I take my place in the 
autograph line, back by 
the Ralph Lauren Polo 
and Jean Paul Gaultier 
Le Male displays. As | 
wait, I think about what 
I should ask Fred Lynn 
to sign (presuming, of 
course, that I get his 
John Hancock this 
time). Scanning the 
store, I wonder if I 
should ask him to sign a 
pair of Dockers wrin- 
kle-free shorts. What 
I’d really like him to 
sign, though, is that 
crappy xeroxed Fred 
Lynn photo, but I think 
my mother threw that 
out along with my Mark 
McGwire and Roger 
Clemens rookie cards a 
long time ago. 

After about 45 minutes 
of waiting, it’s my turn. 
When I get up to the 

table, I say, “Hello, my name is Jason, 
and this is a big thrill for me,” and 
Fred Lynn gives me this politely expec- 
tant look that says he’s the kind of guy 
who gets told all the time that it’s a 
thrill to meet him, and you just know 
he thinks that what I’m going to say 
next is, “ . . . because I was there when 
you hit two home runs versus so-and- 
so” or “because I saw you crash into 
the center-field fence in so-and-so,” 
but instead I say, “. . . because 20 
years ago when I was a little kid I went 
to get your autograph at Filene’s and 
waited a long time but then you left 
and I didn’t get it and I was bummed.” 
And as the words leave my mouth, I 
feel both exhilarated and more pathetic 
than I ever have in my life. 

When I finish, Fred Lynn looks at 
me a bit blankly. For a moment | think 
the security guard over my right shoul- 
der might haul me away. But Fred 
Lynn pauses for a second and says, 
“So this must be . . . redemption?” 

And that’s exactly what it is — re- 
demption. Redemption of the pettiest of 
sports grudges and a childhood experi- 
ence gone wrong. And now by my desk 
at work is a signed photo of Fred Lynn 
standing at home plate in his Red Sox 
uniform. It reads, “To Jason, Thanks 
for waiting. Fred Lynn, #19.” &

Our Man in Slovenia 


JUBLJANA, SLOVENIA — To those who knew 

how this city normally looks, it was a surreal 

scene. Traffic diverted, barriers erected, cops on 

every corner, airport-style security around the 
largest public square in town. My relaxed “city of human 
dimensions,” as it bills itself, had taken on the look and feel 
of an armed camp. 

The weather had also gone haywire. Ljubljana gets more 
than its share of rain, but this had been pounding away 
without a let-up for hours, whipping in at a 45-degree 
angle. The plaza was an unbroken sea of umbrellas, and 
news camerapeople and their equipment, all wrapped in 
plastic, jostled for angles atop makeshift wooden bleachers. 
Most of the 7000 in the crowd had stood there for two 
hours or more and weren’t getting any wetter. Finally, 
around 6 p.m., the introductions came: the loudest cheers 
went to Hillary and to Madeleine Albright, before the Man 
Himself strode onto the podium, umbrella in hand, a large, 
beaming, charismatic figure in a charcoal-gray banker’s 
overcoat. The crowd went wild. 

Bill Clinton couldn’t stop grinning and waving at the 
bandanna-wearing, fist-pumping kids pressing against the 
waist-high barricades. He waved; they waved and shouted 
back, chanting “CLEEN-ton, CLEEN-ton.” He was loving 
it, flirting with the crowd, using none-too-subtle body lan- 
guage to come on to them. And they were inviting him 
upstairs. Dissenters and demonstrators skirted the fringes, 
but none were seen in the square. 

The day Clinton arrived in Congress Square also hap- 
pened to be the day NATO declared a formal halt to the 
bombing campaign in Serbia, 300 miles south, and the day 
the pullout of Serbian troops from Kosovo was (officially) 
completed; all the more reason for the crowd’s applause. 
But the main incentive for their cheers was simply that 
Clinton had deigned to come here at all, to the capital of 
this crumb on the map that hardly anyone in the States has 
ever heard of. 

Clinton’s speech was brief and basically news-free; he 
thanked Slovenia for standing with NATO (for which it’s 
“an excellent candidate”) and praised the eight-year-old 
nation’s democratic structure as a regional model: 
“Slovenia can lead the way. And America will help.” At the 
end, he offered his thanks “for making us feel welcome. We 
never will forget this; I hope you won’t either.” Fanfare, 
handshakes in the crowd, exit. 

For the Slovene government, it was something of a com- 
ing of age. This was even bigger than last year’s visit of the 
star of the Mexican soap opera Esmeralda, a cult hit in 
Slovenia. Prime Minister Janez Drnovsek, at that evening’s 
banquet, went as far as to say that Clinton’s visit “has put 
us on the world map.” 

For Clinton, it was barely more than a whistle stop on his 
tour of the former Yugoslavia: 19 hours in a country the 
size of Massachusetts with a population of two million; an 
afternoon, evening, and overnight, followed by a morning 
departure for a Macedonian refugee camp. The next day, 
CNN gave far more airtime to Clinton at the refugee camp 
than to his first official visit to the country that’s as close as 
any to making a Balkan republic work.

LOVENIA GENERALLY stays out of the 

news. Even in articles about the former 
Yugoslavia, most journalists give it a passing 
mention at best. Slovenia’s tourist brochures 
knock you out with pictures of gorgeous 
scenery — Alps, pastoral landscapes, elegant 
Baroque cities, and the laid-back Italianate 
coast — but outside the region it remains a 
well-kept secret. 

Bordering Italy and Austria on the west, 
Hungary and Croatia on the east, Slovenia is 
the northernmost and westernmost of the 
former Yugoslav republics. Ten years ago, 
when Marshal Tito’s Yugoslav federation 
began to fall apart and a power-hungry 
politician named Slobodan Milosevic seized 
power in Serbia, Milosevic’s heavy-handed 
putdowns of the increasingly volatile 
Albanian situation — and his 1989 revoca- 
tion of Kosovo’s autonomy — alarmed the 
Slovenes. Their leanings became increasingly 
democratic and independence-minded, and 
the ideological rift between Serbia and 
Slovenia deepened quickly. By the end of 
1990, a sweeping majority of Slovenes voted 
to secede from Yugoslavia; in June 1991, 
along with Croatia, they did. 

And, along with Croatia, Slovenia was 
attacked by Milosevic’s federal army. But 
they fared far better than their neighbors. 
After a tidy 10-day war with minimal casual- 
ties (66 dead), Slovenia set up an independ- 
ent state with its own government, largely 
run by old-line Communist officials turned 
pro-Western reformers. With no substantial 
Serbian minority, Slovenia didn’t hold 
Milosevic’s interest long; besides, he had 
other fish to fry. Since then, through a mix- 
ture of luck and shrewdness, Slovenia has 
managed to stay at peace while Croatia, 
Bosnia, and, finally, Kosovo suffered the 
brunt of Milosevic’s push for a Greater 
Serbia. Meanwhile, Slovenia’s government 
has been trying as hard as it can to distance 
itself as much as possible from its troubled 
former countrymen. Its message to the West 
is simple: Balkans? What Balkans? This is 
Central Europe. 

The few Western expats who find their way 
to Slovenia discover a self-contained micro- 
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EUROPE’S LITTLE SIBLING: the northwest corner of the ex- 
Yugoslavia may have been just a whistle stop for Bill Clinton and 
the first lady (top, with Ljubljana mayor Vika Potocnik), but

universe that’s directed far more inward than “ 
outward. According to Ales Debeljak, a Slovene writer and 
scholar, the country’s heritage as a loyal province of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire affected the citizens’ psyche 
more than Tito ever let on. Like the Austrians, the Slovenes 
actually obey WALK/DON’T WALK signals at crosswalks. 
However, in old socialist fashion, they still shove their way 
onto city buses, then elbow their way to the back. As a 
British Embassy staffer once remarked to an acquaintance, 


“Slovenia is the bastard son of a German soldier searching 
for his Slavic mother.” 

For all the turbulence in their past, Slovenes remain 
rather conservative socially and politically. The government 
is a multi-party parliamentary democracy, but President 
Milan Kucan, Prime Minister Janez Drnovsek, and the 
leading figures in Slovenia’s independence movement 
remain in power a decade on. Under Kucan and Drnovsek, 


USA Today wrote that Ljubljana

Slovenia’s reform efforts have been praised by the West, 
but criticized by dissidents and disgruntled anti-communist 
Slovene expats as window-dressing. Though it cherishes its 
European Union dreams, Slovenia, a nation of individualist 
do-it-yourselfers, is used to going its own way. 

It’s a fine line to tread: knitting yourself into the fabric of 
Western Europe without losing your soul. 


LL THIS was more than I knew when | arrived in 
Ljubljana on an October night in 1996 (it was also 
raining then). I knew that Slovenia enjoyed the highest liv- 

ing standard of any country in Eastern Europe and was 
intrigued that, although it was surrounded by larger and 
very different nations, it maintained its own distinctive 
identity. 

The first time I heard Slovene spoken had been in a cas- 
sette-and-book package bought at a Framingham book- 
store. To me, it sounded like Russian spoken with an Italian 
accent. Not a promising beginning. At least it uses the 
Roman alphabet (unlike the Serbians and Russians, who 
use the Cyrillic), but the grammar seemed like an instru- 
ment designed to torture foreigners. Even most Slovenes 
have trouble with all the case markings and rules, but they 
seem to like it that way: their language, a very private thing. 

Over the centuries, this quirky language, more than any- 
thing else, is what held the people together. Apart from 
about five years in the late ninth century under a leader 
named Prince Kocelj, the Slovenes were under another 
government’s thumb until 1991. Without an independent 
state, culture substituted for politics in their national myth 
— music, art, and, above all, literature. From the mid- 19th 
century on, when Slovenes began to develop the concept of 
themselves as a distinct ethnic group with a right to self- 
determination, it was poets and writers who set the tone for 
the debate — beginning with the national poet, France 
Preseren, whose vision of Slovene nationhood would not be 
fulfilled until a century and a half after his time. Today it’s 
writers, poets, painters, architects, and scientists who grace 
Slovenia’s paper money and dominate the public monu- 
ments. The tradition continues: Slovenia’s drive to state- 
hood is considered to have begun in earnest when a high- 
brow Ljubljana magazine, Nova revija (New Review), pub- 
lished a detailed program for an independent Slovenia in 
1987 (Belgrade was furious, but brought no charges 
against the authors). 

Ljubljana, the capital (it’s pronounced I’yoo-BLAH-nah), 
is very much a cultural capital as well. It’s a walkable city 
of 300,000 with elegant Baroque, Art Nouveau, and Neo- 
Classical architecture set against the willow-lined 
Ljubljanica River. LJ is also a college town, and the 35,000 

worldly English-speaking students here affect the city’s life 
much as do their counterparts in Boston, but with more 
taste — and their elders seem to treat them better. The city 
boasts four professional orchestras, 22 museums, more 
than 100 libraries, an influential alternative-theater scene, 
and a small but spirited collection of punk- and garage- 





rockers. WELCOME TO LJUBLJANA, CITY OF CULTURE read the 
signs, in Slovene and English, at the city limits. 

Ljubljana’s signature asset is its hilltop castle and the 
surrounding crescent-shaped, cobblestoned Old Town core 
below. But as Slovenia modernizes and brings itself more 
into line with Western Europe, a new Ljubljana is slowly 
morphing onto the old. It seems that every other student, 
shortly after graduation, opens either a kava (coffee) bar, a 
stylish Old Town boutique, an import-export business, an 
auto school, or a language school. And each week, another 
Tito-era gostilna (the equivalent of the Italian trattoria), 
heavy on chocolate-brown wood and orange formica, 
seems to give way to another café done up in smooth blond 
wood, plate glass, and consciously retro couches. These are 
swiftly populated by ultra-hip, chain-smoking college kids 
and espresso-swilling, cell-phone-happy Yugoyuppies driv- 
ing late-model BMWs and Hondas. 

Still, old habits die hard. In some stores, it is still normal 
to visit two cashiers’ windows to a) pay and obtain a 
receipt from a cashier behind a bank-teller-like window, 
and b) present the receipt to another clerk behind the main 
counter, who carefully wraps, tapes, stickers shut, and bags 
your single nine-volt battery. And there still exist endless 
neighborhood bars populated by men who pass most of 
their waking hours in a nicotine cloud nuzzling a pale glass 
of Union or a fizzy bottle of Zlatorog beer, drinking and 
talking to their fellow imbibers in a continuing battle to 
drive away any possible change in the order of things. 

To some, the contrast between new and old is more rem- 
iniscent of other Central European capitals than of the 
Balkans. A reporter from USA Today even suggested last 
year that LJ could end up as the new Prague. That’s doubt- 
ful: it’s too small, for one thing, and it’s not set up for a 
large influx of foreigners. Although it’s true that Slovenes 
share some American traits — primarily, a focus on work 
and business — they take time to visit friends and family, 
too. And — oh yes — they’re polite and modest. The mod- 
esty is best expressed by their inevitable surprise whenever 
any outsider (say, Bill Clinton) takes an interest in them. 
One of my early encounters in Slovenia was with a middle- 
aged man who, when I told him I’d relocated to his country 
and planned to write about it, said, “You came all the way 
over here — just to study us?” 


MALLNESS CAN be a blessing. Slovenia’s place in 

Europe might be compared to that of the youngest, 
overlooked child in a large family, who, while his siblings 
noisily quarrel over their share of the blankets, quietly puts 
together his own bed. Smallness can be a curse, too. 
Slovenia’s politics are as personal, petty, and filled with 
lifelong grudges as anything Boston’s history has to offer. A 
local paper once published a cartoon titled “Slovenski 
Ring,” depicting a Slovenia-shaped boxing ring inside 
which a lone boxer beats himself up. 

The cultural homogeneity that has allowed Slovenia to 

survive has its distasteful aspects as well. For one thing, 


could be the new Prague. Well, not likely. 





there’s the ’50s-style sexism. Although a woman, Viktorija 
“Vika” Potocnik, was recently elected Ljubljana’s mayor 
(Hillary Clinton stopped by City Hall for a public chat), 
females are just not seen in national politics. And racism, or 
xenophobia, is what one would expect in such a monocul- 
tural society. Although the small Italian and Hungarian 
minorities at opposite ends of Slovenia have constitutionally 
guaranteed minority rights — including education in their 
own language and parliamentary representation — no such 
guarantees exist for the true invisible minorities in Slovenia: 
the perhaps 150,000 or more emigrants from the other 
Yugoslav lands, including an estimated 50,000 Serbians. 

A poll taken last year by a government economist and a 
university professor asked people the question, “Who 
would you not like to have as a neighbor?” The tally for 
Slovenia’s former countrymen was rather high (except for 
Croatians). So was the tally for Jews — an eyebrow-raising 
fact, given that even before 1939 there weren’t many Jews 
in Slovenia and today there are probably less than a thou- 
sand. Also unpopular: Hindus, Muslims, blacks (not too 
visible either), gay men and lesbians (less rare), alcoholics 
(not rare at all), and even friends — Slovenes do value hav- 
ing friends, just not next door. Their ideal neighbor seems 
to be something like a taciturn Finn. 

In general, permanent residency in independent Slovenia 
is hard for non-Slovenes to get. A friend of mine named 
Vuk — an ethnic Croatian Web designer with a Yugoslav 
passport — has forged a successful Ljubljana-based career 
while renewing three-month tourist visas for the past eight 
years. He reports never having experienced prejudice from 
the locals, but then, as he points out, he moves in hip pro- 
fessional and collegiate circles in the capital. “If you’re 
good at anything and you’ve arrived at your niche,” he 
says, “you will have very little problem. You don’t have 
active repression of any sort, so this does make Slovenia a 
safe haven compared to Croatia or Bosnia.” 

Things are different for Westerners. Once a month, 


Ljubljana’s English-speaking expats — mostly Brits, with 
the odd American or Aussie — gather at a basement bar 
called Klub Drama to insult each other, commiserate on the 


difficulties of learning Slovene, ask each other for work, 
and rag on their home-away-from-home. | usually give 
these meetings a wide berth, but one Expat Night, on a 
cold, slushy evening in December 1997, sticks out. I was 
settled into a booth with four others, listening to a mono- 
logue by Andrew (not his real name), a scruffy Brit in his 
20s. When I mentioned Slovenia's expected entry into the 
EU in five or six years, it set him off on a toot.

S SLOVENIA slowly 

knits itself back into 
Europe, it faces tough choices about how much of 
its hard-won independence it will willingly surren- 
der to EU directives from Brussels. To be a Slavic 
Switzerland, a success story outside the normal 
European alliances, doesn’t seem realistic. But 
there is widespread concern that EU-topia would lead to a blurring of the country’s dis- 
tinct culture, its small farms, its elaborate costumed small-town pageants, its quality 
handicrafts, its traditional (pre-polka) folk songs with weirdly compelling harmonies. 

Then again, others can’t wait for the day. “I am happy that Slovenia is now independ- 
ent and that it’s not communist,” says Ifigenija Simonovic. “I am not happy with the 
slowness of the change.” 

During the early to mid ’70s, Simonovi¢ was a young poet of some note on the 
Ljubljana scene. She moved to London in 1978, and now visits the city once or twice a 
year, with no plans to move back. “I think the main concern,” she says, “is that the 
[old] communist regime is still dictating. Far from changing to Western ways, it’s stick- 
ing to the old Eastern communist way with problems, which is keeping them undealt 
with for as long as possible. All the people who were prosecuted through the communist 
regime are still not getting compensation. They are made to go to court to prove their 
innocence when they were prosecuted, which is not even legal. People who live abroad 
still don’t have their pensions! It’s been 10 years! They supported the independence of 
Slovenia and they still don’t get anything.” 

To Simonovic, Slovenia remains part of the Balkans. “Not because of history, but 
because of the behavior: how we behave in politics, economics, in doing things non- 
openly. I think we’re not civilized enough.” 

As for the redeeming parts of the Slovene character, she says, “They are the most cre- 
ative when they’re left alone. They don’t like to do projects in groups. They don’t get 
involved in politics in other nations. That might preserve them from being immersed in 
Europe or globalization, which we are quite scared of.” 





ETELKOVA, AN army barracks dating back to the 19th century, is the spiri- 

tual home of Ljubljana’s alternative arts scene. Before the massive, orange- 
roofed complex was built, the site was a public hanging ground on the outskirts of 
a city a tenth of its present size. Today Metelkova houses artists’ studios, galleries 
and experimental theaters, ‘zines and literary reviews, offices of various cultural 
societies, an anarcho-pacifist collective, a house for gays and lesbians, a center for 
the “handicapped deprivileged,” a women’s center, a pub or two, and a punk club 
called Channel Zero. 

Among its other distinctions, Slovenia was known in the ’80s as the punk-rock capital 
of Yugoslavia, and this compound is about the only place left in town where you can get 
a whiff of Ljubljana’s pre-independence ferment. By one estimate, in the declining years 
of the Yugoslav federation 80 percent of the younger generation was listening to the 
spawn of Johnny Rotten and the Clash. Even today, garage bands such as Dicky 
B. Hardy and 2227 pound out a beat — with Slovene or English lyrics — that wouldn’t 
have been out of place in mid ’80s Boston. 

Most observers agree that punk’s rise here at least indirectly contributed to Slovenia’s 
independence. “Punk was important for democratization,” says 33-year-old journalist 
Ali Zerdin. The music — and the resulting heavy-handed crackdowns against the fans 
— catalyzed a local debate about freedom of speech versus repression. “Belgrade,” he 
adds, “rejected this debate.” ‘ 

It’s the Saturday night before Clinton Monday, and Zerdin and I are hoisting a few at 
the Orto Bar, one of LJ’s essential rock clubs. At the dingier end of a small, sooty side 
street called Bolgarska, the Orto Bar only really starts hopping after midnight, and bops 
until dawn or past. No tourists ever find their way here. The clientele is young and gre- 
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garious, and the vibe and the interior suggest lower Manhattan, only with drinks one- 
third the price. Zerdin is covering Clinton’s visit for Mladina (Youth), a half-satirical, 
half-serious weekly with a pedigree dating back to the middle of World War II. (The title 
originally referred to Slovenia’s Communist Youth League.) 

“The problem in Slovenia is the human resources are small,” he says, sipping a glass 
of cider. “We have enough people to form one and a half governments. I think there are 
perhaps 25 people in Slovenia who are clever enough to be members of government.” 

When it comes to foreign influences, Zerdin will take the US over Europe any time. 
“It’s difficult to have respect for European politicians,” he says, because of their record 
in the Croatian and Bosnian messes. 

“The stereotype we have about ourselves,” he continues, “is workaholics, modest, 
polite, hard-working, thrifty. Another is, ‘We are not part of the Balkans, we are part of 
Europe.’ If I say to someone that his way of thinking is Balkanic, these are heavy 
words.” 


TILL, EVEN if it’s no Kosovo, Slovenia is tied to the Balkans by geography and by 
history. Slovenia’s politicians. have thus far avoided Balkan entanglements, aside 
from letting NATO planes fly over their airspace, but in a sense, many Slovenes actually 

have fairly close emotional ties to Serbia, deny them as they may. 

Over here, it’s called Yugonostalgia; most people will tell you it doesn’t exist, but there 
seems to be a longing in certain circles for the food, the dances, the more casual spirit, 
and, yes, the self-confidence of their estranged southern cousins. There is also profound 
ambivalence over NATO’s bombing of Belgrade — arguably necessary, but a tragic fate 
for a city once a vibrant center of cultural and intellectual activity for all Yugoslavia. 
Says Ali Zerdin, “I personally had a lot of difficulties to accept the bombing of Belgrade, 
but I couldn’t think of any better solutions.” 

Milan Kucan — the only president Slovenia’s had since independence — has known 
Slobodan Milosevic longer than practically anyone: since 1962, when both were law stu- 
dents and involved in Yugoslav communist youth organizations. A few years later Kucan 
became president of the Slovene youth league, and in the ’80s lived for four years in 
Belgrade. 

This puts the president in an interesting position. “Kucan,” says Zerdin, “should be 
the one who should be asked every time what to do with Milosevic.” 

The potential to be a regional player isn’t lost on Kucan. He has proposed that 
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they speak the West’s cultural language and understand the Balkans as few others can, 
why not be a bridge between north and south, east and west? 

“Slovenia would have no interest in doing so,” cautions Vuk, “and the south would be 
wary of Slovenia.” There’s a reason, he adds, that a leader from Finland was chosen to 
broker peace in Kosovo. 

“The average Slovene,” says Zerdin, “would say Milosevic is not our problem — we 
never belonged to this part of the world.” 

That sort of historical amnesia seems widespread in Slovenia these days. However, a 
recent exhibit at the Museum of Recent History examined with frankness and clarity the 
legacy of Tito-era repression, spying, and censorship. It was well-attended by all ages 
and may have been a watershed in the development of a society still groping for its iden- 
tity and a way to deal with both the bright and dark sides of its history. 
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66 ODAY IN your Congress Square,” said Clinton to Slovenia’s elite at a banquet 

in a 16th-century castle, “I saw the future — in the faces of the young people 
who braved the rains to express their support for our shared dreams. I saw those who 
will lead a free Slovenia into the new millennium.” 

Clinton may have been on rhetorical autopilot, but he was correct about one thing: 
the sound of young Slovenia is much different from the old polka tunes. The most 
hopeful sign may be that young Slovenes are scared of Slovenia isolating itself, which 
seems to have been the trend over the last couple of years. They travel a lot, are 
increasingly intolerant of borders and more tolerant of differences, and want to call 
Europe home. Ali Zerdin, for one, calls his country’s isolationism “narrow-minded and 
egotistical.” 

If Slovenia, as Clinton suggested, is to serve as a model for the Balkans and other 
struggling countries in the region, it must adopt another unofficial motto for itself 
besides “Slovenia for the Slovenes.” For all the denials coming from the barstools and 
the Parliament, it’s clear that the citizens do still care about what goes on to the south- 
east. Just look at any local paper and note the column inches devoted to Kosovo, 
Macedonia, and Montenegro. 

While he praises Clinton, writer Ales Debeljak makes this clear: “If we were totally 
dependent on the goodness of flying presidents, this would be too much. We can be 
manipulated only to the extent that we don’t believe in anything positive, anything origi- 
nal, anything honorable. As an independent country, Slovenia does not always take the 
most admirable way, but is steadily demonstrating that it can also have ideas of its

own. 
Shortly after Clinton and company departed, headed for the Macedonian refugee

I strolled along the river, as I’d done a thousand times before, and gazed toward the 
postcard view of Preseren Square and the triple bridge. I saw an exquisite picture of 
harmony and grace. Part of me knew it was a wonderful illusion. For all the problems on 
this patch of ground, though, I saw a saner, calmer way of life than the one I’d left 
behind in Boston. And my heart still leapt. 

My city was back.

Naming people or places after admirable fig- 
ures is nothing new, of course. The difference 
today is that the intent often isn’t so much to 
honor the memory of luminaries as it is to sell 
something by piggybacking on their images — 
even if the images have to be modified and 
tweaked 

In the thick crowd of retail, endorsements 
help, even if you're just vaguely hinting at one 
by disinterring a dead artist and making him a 
pitchman. This approach to marketing com- 
bines the disparate skills of voodoo and ventril- 
oquism. “It helps to differentiate you, especially 
if your product has no real differentiating fea- 
tures,” observes Jeff Smith, a senior associate at 
Kuczmarski & Associates, a Chicago-based 
marketing consultancy. “And it gives people an 
expectation of what it is they're buying.”

In the modern world, real fame — iconic 
fame, immortality, as opposed to the flavor-of- 
the-month variety — isn’t about gaining pur- 


chase in society’s collective memory, but simply 


about gaining society’s collective purchases. It’s 
about how well a name works as a trademark 
or creates brand identity. 

Sometimes the connection between person 
and product is obvious. Revere pots and pans, 
for example, works well, since the American 
who announced the movement of British troops 
was, after all, a silversmith. Tour operator 
Abercrombie & Kent’s Hemingway Safaris 
works, as does Shakespeare & Co. books and 
the Avenue Victor Hugo Bookstore on New- 
bury Street. But Victor Hugo’s Latin & Salsa 
Music in the UK? Monet jewelry? I guess you 
can only make out which is an earring and 
which a bracelet from a distance of 10 paces. 

The connection between French artist Paul 
Gauguin and Tahiti is solid, of course, for the 
French artist retreated there to create the sen- 
sual, evocative paintings that celebrated an un- 
adorned culture and secured his place in art 
history. So it makes sense to name a cruise to 
the South Pacific island after him. Somehow, 
though, it’s hard to picture him in line at the 
midnight buffet. 

Some names are perfectly logical — if you 
know something about them. Take Mark 
Twain Insurance. You might think the associa- 
tion would be Hartford, Connecticut, the 
Jerusalem of the insurance business, where 
Twain also happened to settle and enjoy his 
fame. In fact, the company is in Calaveras 
County, California, home of the Jumping Frog 
Jubilee, an event immortalized by Twain. A lot 
of Calaveras County businesses bear Twain’s 
name. 

Geniuses’ names are frequently appropriated 
by marketers. The Franklin Fund, a mutual- 
fund company, nabbed the 18th-century Amer- 
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ican renaissance man. At the other end of the 
economic spectrum, so did a five-and-dime 
chain store. Italian stemware maker Luigi 
Bormioli has wine glasses named for Stendhal, 
Strauss, and Michelangelo. Many companies 
use Leonardo da Vinci’s name, especially de- 
signers and people who regard themselves as 
innovators. My favorite is the Da Vinci tandem 
bicycle. 

And after putting some Da Vinci syrup in 
your coffee, you might want to brush with 
Rembrandt toothpaste. Why, though, did the 
toothpaste company choose, of all artists, Rem- 
brandt? The Dutch master’s dark paintings 
don’t exactly bring to mind gleaming smiles. I 
think they should’ve named it Norman Rock- 
well toothpaste. 

Sometimes products eclipse the fame of the 





have the name Chaplin, for example, that one 
cannot always be sure that the many establish- 
ments bearing the silent-film star’s surname re- 
fer to him. Charlie Chaplin’s image did grace 
the awnings and interior of a defunct Tel Aviv 
restaurant named Chapline’s. (It can be a prob- 
lem switching alphabets and not double-check- 
ing. At the very least, though, if you are naming 
after someone, you should spell the name 
right.) Chapline’s was just down the street from 
two cafés, one named for Picasso, the other for 
da Vinci. 

Not everyone is content just to use a name. In 
Venice Beach, there’s a restaurant called Van 
Gogh’s Ear; I’m not sure van Gogh, the ultimate 
posthumous success story, would appreciate the 
tribute. I wonder if they'll eventually open a sec- 
ond place and call it Van Gogh’s Suicide.

figures they’re named for. I wonder what per- 
centage of Ethan Allen Furniture’s customers 
know who Allen was? “De Soto” and “Pontiac” 
make you think of cars, not the explorer and 
tribal chief. The contributions of Samuel 
Adams, the proclaimed father of the American 
Revolution, were no small beer, but he’s proba- 
bly better known for the bottled variety. 
Sometimes names suggest a connection that 
wasn’t intended. The Baby Ruth candy bar, for 
example, was not named for the Yankee slug- 
ger, but for the chocolate-bar inventor’s child. 
Still, chocolate and baseball did make a sweet 
team with the Oh Henry! bar, named for Henry 
Aaron, who surpassed Babe Ruth’s career 
home-run mark. The connection between 
chocolate and nudity is less clear; perhaps Lady 
Godiva might have endured her naked parade 
down the center of town more easily with rich- 
tasting, sculpted Belgian chocolates? People of- 
ten refer to “Einstein’s bagels,” which makes 
me wonder if the great physicist was famously 
fond of round, dense, boiled white bread, 
though in fact the proper name is Einstein 
Bros. Bagels, and neither brother is a physicist. 
Common names may or may not be meant 
to invoke a particular person. Enough people 





Near Athens, Greece, there’s a restaurant 
called Socrates’ Prison. Apparently, they want 
you to stay for a while. Personally, I associate 
Socrates with hemlock, and a bar named 
Socrates’ Hemlock would suggest a truly last- 
ing experience. 

In London’s Covent Garden you can go to 
the Brahms & Liszt Pub. In this case, though, 
the use of the musical titans’ names is layered 
with an altogether different cultural meaning. It 
draws on the cockney tradition of implying 
meanings through rhymes; in this case, “Liszt” 
rhymes with “pissed,” the British word for 
“drunk.” 

Among living people, athletes and musicians 
make a lot of money using their names as a 
kind of brand. But when you use a living per- 
son’s name, you run the risk of offending. 
Football player Karim Abdul-Jabbar got his 
moniker from basketball legend Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, who had changed his name from Lew 
Alcindor for religious reasons. Basketball’s Jab- 
bar went to court to get football’s Jabbar to give 
his name back. He lost. Madonna, who from a 
strictly historical viewpoint should have had the 
name Magdalene, gets more ink these days 
than Christianity’s holy mother. A Cape Town 
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WHAT IS historical great- 
ness, after all, if not an es- 
pecially potent form of name 
recognition? We don’t know 
what Hemingway had to do 
with furniture, or Mark 
Twain with insurance, but 
their names live on for the 
strangest reasons — as do 
Socrates’s (a café) and Ein- 
stein’s, sort of.

As a child, my 
favorite restaurant was called Robin Hood’s. | 
used to order hot turkey with brown gravy, 
which seemed like something Robin Hood 
would eat. My mother thought the place was 
revolting and was delighted when it closed. 

“A good name,” notes Ecclesiastes, “is better 
than precious ointment.” 

Many people are naturally offended by the 
trade in names. In California, a “Dead 
Celebrity Bill” was just approved to protect 
dead celebs from advertisers. Now California 
advertisers will have to get permission from 
heirs, who are assured of getting a piece of the 
action. 

Ernest Hemingway’s fame exceeded that of 
even his most memorable characters, and his 
name has proven to be a precious ointment in- 
deed. The latest group looking to rub it into 
gold is Thomasville Furniture Industries, 
which brought out a collection of rusticated 
designs with Papa’s imprint. 

Hemingway’s heirs were part of the deci- 
sion. The writer’s eldest son, Jack — whom 





aficionados will remember as the adorable Mr 
Bumby, who was heartrendingly described 
standing by Hemingway’s first wife in the final 
scene of A Moveable Feast — agreed to li- 
cense Papa’s name to Thomasville. Items 
range from overstuffed leather chairs and 
rattan chaises to screen-printed tropical 
fabrics, grandfather clocks, and faux-pony- 
skin-covered ottomans. 

Frankly, I think Hemingway would’ve 
swallowed the last cloudy drops of a Pernod, 
stepped into the showroom, cracked his 
knuckles, and trashed the place. Of course, 
if the furniture is worthy of his name, it 
would take whatever punishment Papa was 
ready to mete out, and the distressed look 
would only enhance its value. And no mar- 
keting professionals would mind publicity 
from the incident. 

“As long as you spell the name right,” they'd 
say. All of which should serve as a warning to 
those in pursuit of immortality. As with many 
things in life, getting what you desire may not 
turn out to be what you really want &

Boston Rock Opera — one of the 
best things to happen to the often- 
perilous rock opera/concept album 
since Tommy — has spent the last 
several years making a resounding 
case for the continuing viability of 
such genre classics as the Kinks’ 
Preservation Acts I & II, Jesus 
Christ Superstar, and The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show. Now that the 
company has presented, to no 
small acclaim, several of the 
genre’s major repertoire pieces — 
with casts including Extreme/Van 
Halen singer Gary Cherone and 
Letters to Cleo’s Kay Hanley — 
it’s spending a year exploring its 
roots. Later this year the BRO 
folks will stage what is, they argue, 
the first ever rock opera with the 
Pretty Things’ SF Sorrow. But 
their look back begins this 
Saturday as part of Davis Square’s 
ArtBeat festival with an unlikely 
cult fave — Happiness Stan, a 
one-act “rock fable” rescued from 
side two of Ogden’s Nut Gone 
Flake, the 1968 album by the 
Small Faces (the band who would 
later, as the Faces, serve as Rod 
Stewart’s first backing band). 

“We’ve wanted to focus on the 
origins,” says BRO director 
Eleanor Ramsey. “Ogden’s and SF 
Sorrow are two kind of forgotten pieces — people talk about 
who wrote the first rock opera, was it Ray Davies or was it Pete 
Townshend? And really it was probably SF Sorrow. So we 
thought it would be fun to let people know about these pieces as 
well. Like Preservation, they’ve never been staged theatrically. 
So it’s a good time to expose people to them.” 

The opera features a cast of 10 — including Count Zero’s 
Peter Moore, Noise publisher T. Max, BRO regular Lynette 
Estes, and Chucklehead’s Brian Gottesman — and a six-piece 
band. The story, Ramsey explains, revolves around “an 
everyman fool character, Stan, who looks in the night sky and 
becomes concerned because the moon is disappearing. So he 
decides to go into the woods to find where it’s gone or who’s 
stolen it. He does, and he meets up with some characters while 
he’s in the woods and eventually figures it out — because of 
course it’s rather obvious — but along the way he learns a 
lesson on the meaning of life, which is to have a good time.” 

If this sounds like an ideal children’s story, Ramsey agrees — 
and indeed Happiness Stan marks the first time BRO has 
consciously adapted a production for children. “It’s a one-act, 
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in Davis Square 








so it only runs about a half-hour, and ArtBeat seemed a great 
venue to present it in. The body language has to be really 
obvious, the emotion has to be very clear. For instance, the 
storyteller/narrator, who’s being played by Peter Moore, reads 
this nonsense fairy tale. It was written by a man named Stanley 
Unwin — he was this linguistic prankster, an elderly gentleman. 
The English have this knack for playing with their own 
language, and Unwin came up with his own kind of dialogue. 
It’s understandable but fanciful, and-kids tune in to things like 
that. And in fact they often find it easier to understand playful 
language — more so than adults do.” 

BRO will also stage Happiness Stan as part of its annual 
fundraiser, “Another Night at the Opera,” on August | at the 
Middle East. And expect SF Sorrow to be premiered sometime in 
the fall. 

The Boston Rock Opera’s Happiness Stan will be performed on 
Saturday at approximately 1 and 3 p.m. outdoors in Davis 
Square as part of the ArtBeat Festival.

Superb specialist in 
noodle soups, beef or chicken based, with 
a variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks 
and desserts, and some, like “avocado 
juice” (actually a luscious milkshake), that 
are both. Small, homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. $3- 
$6. In the funky little 1920s diner building 
at the corner of South and Kneeland 
Streets, this all-hours diner serves solid, 
handmade versions of what you'd expect: 
burgers, fries, cheese omelets, and plenty 
of coffee.

$29 In a dramatic and sophisticated set- 
ting, dishes strongly influenced by provin- 
cial French cuisine are sparked into the 
sublime by Asian seasonings. An empha- 
sis on native New England game and 
seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
live desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses. 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington 
Avenue (Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425- 
3240. $9-$20. Traditional Parisian bistro 
flavors with some hearty Alsatian dishes. 
A clone of a second restaurant by 
Chicago's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, this 
is a remarkably useful restaurant for the 
Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony- 
Prudential area, and anyone who hap- 
pens by for breakfast lunch, dinner, 
drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for the 
‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucrqute garni, cog au vin, 
and duckling a l’orange, with important 
cabbage and potato statements on the 
side.

KAYA KOREAN-JAPANESE RESTAURANT,

MARCHE MOVENPICK, 800 Boylston

If Epcot Center were rein- 
carnated as a restaurant, it might resem- 
ble this giant outpost of Swiss megachain 
Mévenpick. Certainly, we're not looking at 
a normal dinner out; you move among 
themed food stations with a cafeteria tray, 
then pick a themed room to eat in.

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport 
Hotel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 385- 
4300. $19-$32. Chef Ed Doyle's food can 
be handsome — check out the roasted 
bass on a cedar plank — but at these 
prices, you have a right to expect a per- 
fection that the flavors don't always deliv- 
er. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clearly 
more oriented toward conventioneers than 
natives. Esquire’s reviewer named Aura 
one of the country’s top new restaurants 
of 1998. Maybe he was impressed by the 
desserts, which are gorgeous. Maybe he 
just doesn’t get to Boston much. 

THE BARKING CRAB, 88 Sleeper St. 
(Northern Ave. Bridge), Boston, 426- 
CRAB. $7-$15. A hearty clam shack — 
actually a lobster tent gone year-round 
with a crab name. Warm informality 
blends simple seafood entrées and the 
odd yuppie treat into things like the “crab 
burger.” The fun is eating like this with a 
full view of the downtown skyscrapers. 
Hearty desserts and local microbrews as 
well. Familiar, yet new. 

FAJITAS & ‘RITAS, 25 West St, Boston, 
426-1222. $5-$11. Lively, casual Tex-Mex 
restaurant and margarita bar. Décor is 
provided mostly by the customers, who 
cover the walls with crayon graffiti. 
GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $20-$30. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming 
informal style. Menu changes daily. 
Foodie tip: check out the inexpensive 
cafeteria-style lunch. 

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood feel with downtown 








flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buf- 
falo wings, steak — and the bar harks 
back to a day when men were men and 
martinis were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Sweet 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston (617) 292- 
2333. $17-$28. The Irish theme is so sub- 
tle you could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venerable 
J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we visited, 
had a split personality: the attempts at 
fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., “lobster pot- 
stickers” overwhelmed by ginger and soy), 
but modified classics were graceful and 
tasty: beautiful purple-potato salad with 
smoked-trout paté, sweet-crusted grilled 
chicken, and a towering “berry surprise” 
for dessert. Music and dancing starts at 10 
p.m. nightly. 

MAISON ROBERT, 45 School St, 
Boston, 227-3370. $17-$32. Traditional 
French cuisine with a few contemporary 
touches. Large portions. This is actually 
two restaurants in one — a formal dining 
room upstairs (jacket and tie required) 
with entrées starting at $17, and a more 
relaxed and romantic café downstairs. 
MAX'S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., Boston, 
330-9790. $5-$8. A trendy, downtown 
café with a New York deli struggling to get 
out. Kenya AA coffee with surprisingly 
good chicken soup and decent pastrami 
sandwiches, once you turn down the 
focaccia, Swiss-cheese, and Dijon-mus- 
tard options. BR Serves breakfast. 
OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather 
District), Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26 
Hovering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new wave 
of downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars 
are abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, 
dinner, cocktails, and late supper. 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings. 

SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St., Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Street 
gets kinda packed after work, but the 
menu is worth a look if you can score a 
table: cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on 
homestyle food like meatloaf and steak 
tips. Also a nice stop for lunch. The wine 
list is short and gratifyingly un-inflated. 
THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $20-$32. With its linen 
tablecloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, 
this wedge-shaped room has all the 
markings of a classic downtown restau- 
rant. But the cooking hums with an 
adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILLE, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8- 
$9). Known primarily for its bar scene, this 
is a credible restaurant as well. The cook- 
ing is roughly New American; the building 
is tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the 
dining room, upstairs from the after-work 
bustle, is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St, 
Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (galleries 
across the street), and a shamelessly 
Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au-vent, 
venison in wine reduction sauce). The 
menu favors purism over culinary excite- 
ment, but the place has a buzz about it 
nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason we 
know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his life 
as a fisherman, and his love of the catch 
shines through everywhere. Order the 
mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's called 
“seafood aioli”), and whatever's on the 
specials board. 

SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St, Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$11. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a mar- 
velous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, 
East Boston “barbecue” items — skewers 
of lamb or sausage served simply with 
peasant bread and a hot cherry tomato. 
And that's all there is in a neighborhood 
bar with a core of boxing fans. Don’t knock 
Boom-Boom Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in 
here. 


THE FENWAY 

EL PELON, 92 Peterborough Street, 
Boston, (617) 262-9090. $1.50-$4.50. A 
tiny taqueria in the West Fenway channels 
the cheap-'n’-fun spirit of West Coast bur- 
rito shops, but fuels it with the inventive 
energy of a chef who's worked in some of 
the city’s high-end bistro kitchens. It's 
hard to go wrong here, and at $3 to $5 an 
item, you might as well try it all. Don’t miss 
this. 

SOPHIA'S, 1270 Boylston St, Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be 
the nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost midnight, 
we aren't too surprised that the place is 
pretty empty until about nine, and we 
aren't too proud to sneak in for Manchego 
flan, roasted stuffed peppers, baked avo- 
cado and shrimp in garlic sauce. You 
could be pretty happy with a full diner of 
Chilean sea bass or veal cutlets, too. 
SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 





“northern Italian” cafés. The secret: a 
short list of top ingredients worked into al 
dente pastas, delectable calzones and 
pizzas, and a couple of creamy sauces 
BR Sat. and Sun., 10 a.m. -4 p.m. 
TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave 
(Symphony), Boston. (617) 267-8881. 
$11-$24. A big Malaysian restaurant full of 
Trader Vic decor and all kinds of semi- 
exotic food. Don't miss the elaborate 
satay tofu, or the "double ayam’” which is a 
chicken done up like a Peking duck in 
three fluffy steamed buns. You can dress 
informally, if you ignore the people going 
on to the Symphony most nights.

Beef brisket and chopped (pork) barbecue 
best show off the smoker, and don’t miss 
the smoke-enriched collards and cowboy 
beans.

Irish bars with great food, James's Gate 
treats a mixed-age, informal crowd to 
updated Irish pub classics (like shepherd's 
pie) and truly impressive contemporary 
cuisine with Italian and Mexican flavors 
Don't miss the steamed mussels, the 
glazed pork chop and salmon platters, or 
the ‘veggie quesadilla,” which involves 
caramelized shallots, spinach, and goat 
cheese.

(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $7- 
$12. The second baby from the team 
behind Cambridge's Miracle of Science is 
a sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled room 
that produces some of the best grilled 
food you can get in a bar: moist chicken 
slices tossed over a salad, an amusing 
box of Chinese potstickers, seared rare 
tuna steak, a generous cheeseburger with 
the most flavorful home fries for miles. 
BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $7-$17 (lunch 
$5-$10) One of the city’s first brewpubs, 
this lofty, neo-industrial space across 
from Fenway Park offers a large and 
changing selection of beers, from cask- 
conditioned ales to fruit novelties.

A large and pretty 
place, with a rotation of exotic Persian 
dishes in a generic Middle East and 
American kosher (meat) menu. Don't miss 
the soups, pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, and 
baklava. Open Saturday nighis, but closed 
Friday nights and Saturday lunches. 
CORNWALL’S RESTAURANT AND 
OYSTER BAR, 510 Comm Ave, Boston, 
262-3749. $4-$7. English-theme pub with 
excellent beers and ales (draft stouts!)

MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St, Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 








fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effec- 
tive as Wansparent beer; some are just 
directly tasty. Be sure to have the antipasti

Along with the 
herb after which the restaurant is named, 
chef Tony Susi is partial to local ingredi- 
ents and novel combinations: pan-seared 
sea bass, New England shellfish stew in 
lemongrass broth, oven-roasted sausage 
with braised cabbage and soft polenta.

Perhaps 
Boston's most exotic dining experience, 
and certainly one of its most rewarding. 
Spicy Ethiopian stews arrive on huge 
sourdough pancakes as patrons sit on 
stools around woven tables. Be sure to 
start with a warm dip and the cottage 
cheese with red-pepper powder. Eating 
without silverware turns out to be easier 
than you think 





AQUITAINE, 569 Tremont Sweet, Boston 
(617) 424-8577. $16-$26. Seth and Shari 
Woods build on the success of their 
Metropolis Café with this new all-French 
bistro that reminds us how good foie gras 
and truffles can be. Hanger steak and fries 
are so deeply flavored with truffle 
demiglace they seem almost cheap at 
$17; same for the duck-and-foie-gras ravi 
oli. You'll barely recognize the old space 
of Botolph’s on Tremont, now sleek and 
dark and woody; the crowd is huge and so

‘Dry-rubbed half roast chicken” 
($10.95) is the kind of dish many 
critics use as a litmus test for chefs 
these days. Those critics will not 
like this restaurant if they get a 
chicken like mine: no spice rub, no 
herbal flavors, no crust or crispy 
skin at all, and no taste of the 
promised marinade. The meat was 
tender and juicy, but not very fla- 
vorful. Obvious suggestion: use the 
marinade, use the dry rub, roast 
the chickens in that fancy oven. If 
not: use a free-range or kosher 
chicken with more intrinsic flavor, 
and charge more. Also, the spinach 
served underneath wasn’t 
“sautéed” as promised — although 
I enjoyed the raw spinach leaves, 
some cooked by the hot chicken 
and flavored by its juices. And no 
problem with the garlic mashed 
potatoes. 

A special on sirloin tips that I 
ordered medium-rare came medi- 
um-well. I still liked those mashed

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drips, and the young target audi- 
ence likes not to look dripped 
upon. 

One of the reasons I am con- 
vinced there is no real Joe is that 
his presence would provoke more 
menu puns, like “Nacho Average 
Joe’s.” There are no nachos on the 
current menu. There is, however, a 
delicious version of coconut 
shrimp ($7.50). Six shrimp, 
dipped in shredded coconut and 
fried on skewers, are prettily 
served with the skewers radiating 
from a half of a pretty good navel 
orange. (Given the price of navel 
oranges this year, I ate it happily.) 
They aren’t enormous shrimp, but 
six is a fine count, the frying is 
grease-free, and the dip of mar- 
malade laced with hot peppers is 
just about perfect. 

Soup of the day ($3.25) on one 


ner. The “average house” salad 
($3.25/$4.95) with the dressing 
served on the side is a better deal; 
for another two dollars, the “not 
your average house” gets you baby 
greens instead of iceberg lettuce, 
and a balsamic vinaigrette. 

In addition to the bread, NYAJ’s 
uses the oven for thin-crust pizzas 
that have innumerable topping per- 
mutations. After trying the basic 
“Joe Schmo” ($5.95/$8.95), with 
“mozzarella, tomato sauce, 
chopped garlic, and herbs,” I can 
report that the crust comes out 
with an excellent crunch but not 
much flavor, despite a bit of char 
on the bottom. And the tomato 
sauce is too sweet. Even the young 
target audience can tell when 
pizza’s not quite right, so this is an 
important area in which to do 
some research. 


potatoes, and the al dente green 
beans were also good, but I 
couldn’t discern much grilled fla- 
vor — so maybe they should make 
this dish in that oven. 

“Vegetable stir-fry” ($8.95) 
indicates that Joe is below average 
when it comes to vegetarian food. 
Ask around — underdone broccoli 
is cool, but underdone eggplant 
isn’t. Let’s say that the standard 
for this kind of platter — six veg- 
etables served on soba (Japanese 
buckwheat spaghetti) — is set by 
Jae’s. Despite a good flavor of gin- 
ger and sesame, this doesn’t even 
approach the benchmark. 

NYAJ’s has a fairly extensive list 
of draft microbrews, although you 
can skip the UFO hefeweizen 
($3.95 a pint). This light wheat 
beer served with lemon would be 
suitable summer drinking if it

didn’t have a spoiled aftertaste. 
Stronger ales are safer on draft, is 
Nadeau’s rule. Joe’s root beer 
($2.50) is bottled and rather 
sweet, like IBA. Joe’s ginger beer 
($2.50), also bottled, is not as bit- 
ing as Jamaican versions. 

Desserts are large and sweet, 
and not all of them involve ice 
cream, which places them some- 

where between real dating-bar 
food and gourmet-pizza-chain 
desserts. The chocolate torte 
($4.95) is an entirely serviceable 
wedge of fudge, although I didn’t 
find many of the “sun-dried cher- 
ries soaked in brandy” that the 
menu led me to expect. Real 
chocolate people won’t mind. 

Fresh fruit and sorbet ($3.95) 
fell badly short, however, and this 
is just the sort of thing that will be 
ordered by the person who is 
already disappointed by the veg- 
etable stir-fry. The fresh ripe sea- 
sonal fruit was pineapple, which is 
seasonal, but was not very ripe. I 
had an excellent supermarket 
pineapple at home, so I know it 
could have happened. In June, 
there are also good berries, nec- 
tarines, and kiwis. The sorbet fla- 
vor of the day was red wine, hardly 
the best one can do on any day in 
summer. 

The room in Watertown has a 
lot of style, once one accepts that 
it’s loud, multicolored, and open. 
The ceilings are high, the floor 
joists are painted silver-gray, and 
the brick walls are painted in 
shades from the ’50s: lime green, 
brick orange, yellow. The hanging 
lamps are also intense hues: cobalt 
blue, purple, chrome yellow, green, 
bright orange. There is a lot of 
simple iron sculpture: stick figures 
for decoration, cut-out table jacks 
for the pizza. Cherry-wood trim on 
the tables is a nod to renewable 
resources; the walls are covered 
simply, with five tall hanging mir- 
rors in wood frames. 

We noted some service prob- 
lems, but several servers were 
obviously new, and training was 
being given on the job. One night, 
the lapse between main dishes and 
dessert was so long that we had to 
cancel dessert and leave. Plates 
were not cleared well, either. (I’ve 
been seeing a lot of this lately; it 
may be the point at which over- 
taxed servers begin to calculate 
that they can skip a step.) Of 
course, one could say, “It’s a dat- 
ing bar. Get us our drinks and 
something salty, and we’ll entertain 
ourselves.” But this won’t work for 
the many kinds of diners these 
restaurants need to please in order 
to survive in the suburbs (not to 
mention in Watertown Square, 
near Stellina and La Casa de 
Pedro). That kids’ menu isn’t an 
afterthought; it was a forethought. 

And with a little more thought 
(repeat after me: “It’s the oven, 
stupid”), Not Your Average Joe’s 
could be well above average, with 
branches from here to Lake 
Wobegon. Gh

Woodstock 


or its 30th-anniversary edition, Woodstock 

99 has a new home — Griffiss Park, a 
former Air Force base outside of Syracuse, 
New York — that no one will ever mistake for 
Joni Mitchell's mythical garden. And John 
Scher, president of Metropolitan Entertainment 
Group, one of the concert’s producers, couldn't 
be happier about it. 

“Both the '94 and the '69 festivals were 
basically set out on pasiures,” he says. “Any 
infrastructure had to be put in — roads, power, 
things like that.” Griffiss, on the other hand, 
boasts several abandoned hangars, built-in 
electricity, and (perhaps most important) a 
sewage system. 

“The liberal in me chuckles here because the 
US government — the conservative right — 
spent tens of millions of dollars to build this site 
and then abandoned it,” says Scher. “And now 
it's being used for Woodstock.” 

So this isn't your parents’ Woodstock. Take a 
quick look at the line-up for "99 and you'll see 
it's not even your older brother's. Like the 94 
show, it’s heavy on the KROQ hit parade 
(Sugar Ray, Lit, Buckcherry, Korn, and Limp 


Bizkit). But other than Metallica, there are 
practically no legends. 

In fact, take away ruff guy DMX and you've 
basically got an overgrown Lollapalooza, with 
lame-os Guster and Godsmack representing 
Boston, plus a totally morbid, hideously 
irrelevant “spirit of 94” contingent (Collective 
Soul, the Crows Counting and Sheryl, and 
Live). 

Woodstock’s never been just about the 
music, though, and this year’s model is stacked 
with more extracurricular activities than ever. In 
addition to rock-festival stand-bys such as the 


rave tent, the emerging-artists stage, and an 
extreme-sports showcase, there’s the recently 
announced Independent Film Channel 80-hour 
Digital Independent Film Marathon, featuring a 
sneak preview of the Farrelly brothers’ new 
Outside Providence alongside youth-culture 
favorites such as Dazed and Confused and 
Trainspotting. 

According to Scher, a few more major acts 
will be announced, and some big names will 
show up for a multi-artist Jimi Hendrix tribute 
that will close out the shov® “You can absolutely 
expect surprises,” says Michael Lang, owner of 

Woodstock Ventures. 

As in '94, the expected 
crowd of 250,000 will be 
instructed to park nearby and 
either walk or take a shuttle 
bus to the site. Unlike before, 
concertgoers will be issued 
wristbands that will allow them 
to come and go as they 
please. And there are the 
usual rules against glass 
bottles, illegal substances, 
open fires, and so on. 

Sadly, one Woodstock 
tradition is almost certain to 
end next weekend. “Gate-

Blair Witch has its eyes wide open 


BY PETER KEOUGH Probably the first time audiences were scared 
at a movie was at that legendary 1895 screening of the Lumiére 
brothers’ L’arrivée d’un train en gare, when viewers panicked at what 


they thought was a real locomotive 
hurtling at them. Their fright no 
doubt passed with the film’s second 
screening, and certainly with the 
popularity of Georges Méliés’s 
pioneering special-effects fantasy A 
Trip to the Moon a few years later. 
But that first naive thrill over an 
illusion remains an elusive goal for 
those who make and watch movies. 
More than just the voyeuristic 
realism of tabloid TV shows like

Cops, it’s about the desire to be 
drawn into a_ trompe-l’oeil 
deception, a vicarious immersion 
into primal, first-person terror. 

Such is the appeal of indepen- 
dent filmmakers Eduardo Sanchez 
and Daniel Myrick’s bold, brilliant, 
ultimately doomed The Blair Witch 
Project, a film concept so fresh and 
obvious (Anna Campion’s Loaded 
in 1994 had the same basic 
premise but a much different treat- 
ment), it’s amazing no one has 
come up with it before. No credits 
or title sequence frame what pur- 
ports to be the ultimate found 
footage, shot by a trio of students 
who vanished while making a doc- 
umentary film about the Blair 
Witch, a 200-year-old legendary 
apparition haunting the backwoods 
and the subconscious of the Black 
Woods of western Maryland. The 
gimmick is so ingenious, though, 
that it doesn’t work; as with cut- 
ting-edge special-effects extrava- 
ganzas, wonder is replaced by fas- 
cination as to how the illusion is 
crafted. We know this isn’t real, so 
fright gives way to assessing how 
clever the filmmakers are at trying 
to sustain our disbelief.

Very clever indeed, at least to 
begin with. The three young film- 
makers make distinct impressions 
in their self-shot, jumbled melange 
of preliminary footage. Heather 
(Heather Donahue), tough-minded 
and overly earnest and the brains of 
the project, operates the video cam- 
era for the behind-the-scenes or 
“the making of” footage; hers is the 
dominant point of view and, per- 
haps, the unconscious shaper of 
what follows. The other two crew 
members seem more like skeptical 
hired hands. Wispy Josh (Joshua 
Leonard), who wields the 16mm 
black-and-white camera, and beefy 
Mike (Michael Williams), the 
sound man, have a slacker charm 
and insouciance. They are clearly 
cowed by Heather, and the tension 
between them and their boss is not 
sexual or sexist but authoritarian. 
Bantering and low-key though they 
are in their improvised dialogue 
(the actors should get a writing and 
cinematography credit), the three 
hint at a borderline hysteria that 
could ignite even without the mani- 
festation of a Blair Witch.

related in pseudo-interviews with 
locals, have a creepy authenticity. 
Originally a woman _ banished 
from the community in the 18th 
century for unorthodox medical 
practices perceived as_ black 
magic, the “witch” has since 
returned in various incarnations. 
A pair of fisherman interviewees 
point out a rock where victims 
were found bound and eviscerat- 
ed. They tell of an old house in the 
woods where, in the 1940s, an old 
man confessed to killing children 
at the witch’s bidding. 

Going in search of that house, 
our three heroes lose their way.

are a masterpiece of ambiguous 
evil. And for a night or two, the ter- 
ror is visceral.

Like another 
Artisan release, Pi, The Blair Witch 
Project might have been more pow- 
erful as a short subject. Or some 
areas could have been further 
developed. Is Heather herself the 
witch, onto whom Mike and Josh 
are projecting their own terrors? 
What is the significance of the two 
film formats in terms of point of 
view? Is one more real than the 
other? Couldn’t more have been 
implied with the space off screen, 
and the ellipses of time between 
segments of footage? And what of 
the camera’s role as a device for 
fending off, however futilely, 
inescapable horror? 

That last question might be the 
point of the whole project.

MUPPETS FROM SPACE 


Nine years after Jim Henson’s death and two ill-con- 
ceived period capers later, the franchise is finally back on 
its spindly green legs. Mercifully avoiding the stabs at 
relevant hipness that marred the past decade’s Muppet 
endeavors, Space succeeds by boldly manipulating the 
tender spot in our affections that longs for googly-eyed 
clumps of felt to play pranks and yank tears.

LAKE PLACID 


This is not what you’d expect from a monster-lurking- 
at-the-bottom-of-the-lake scare pic; instead, writer 
David E. Kelley — yes, the guy behind Ally McBeal and 
The Practice — kicks the generic material into high 
gear with some devilish dialogue and a poignant dash of 
camp. Think Ally McBeal versus Jaws, except that in 
this dicy little flick a resilient Bridget Fonda subs in for 
the frail Calista Flockhart, and the rampaging leviathan 
is the mother of all crocodiles. 

A crocodile in Maine sounds silly, but that’s the film’s 
strong suit.

And it doesn’t hurt that FX master 
Stan Winston (Jurassic Park) is on hand to conjure up 
the gargantuan croc with mind-boggling realism. In 
Kelley’s bubbly parade of stark personas lurking lake- 
side, Fonda and Bill Pullman are amiable and romanti- 
cally awkward as the wilderness-naive paleontologist 
from the big city and the authoritarian game warden.

PARTY MONSTER 


This documentary mixes crude video 
footage with over-the-top re-enact- 
ments to chronicle the rise and fall of 
Michael Alig, a Midwestern kid who 
quit college to become a party promot- 
er in Manhattan’s clubland in the mid 
"80s. Warhol had just died, downtown was declared 
dead, and Alig’s parties mirrored the grotesque hyper- 
consumerism of that lamentable decade. His foray 
began innocently enough (drag queens, ecstasy, hot- 
bod contests) before spiraling into the glittering gutter 
of depravity, with hired performers demanding heroin, 
human-pee drinkers, blood-feast-themed soirées 
(replete with raw liver and buckets of blood), and the 
Christopher Street svengali’s own increasingly erratic 
behavior. In 1996, the legless torso of Alig’s drug- 
dealing roommate, Angel Melendez, was found in the 
East River; he’d been bludgeoned with a hammer, 
smothered, poisoned with drain cleaner, and dismem- 
bered. Despite Alig’s bragging about the crime to his 
friends, it was nine months before the police went after 
him, 

Acclaimed filmmakers Fenton Bailey and Randy Barbato 
(Drop Dead Gorgeous) are also directing a theatrical- 
feature version of the story. Although their crime-show- 
style dramatizations seem laughable at times, they nev- 
ertheless have crafted a chilling portrait of a drug-gob- 
bling, megalomaniacal socio-path. Which terrifies more, 
the failure of his adoring friends to turn him in? Or 
Alig’s own petulant, on-camera confession, three 
months before his arrest: was he one of those scape- 
goats that we hate and so we kill him? Aft the Harvard 
Film Archive.

Tina Packer’s treatment 
of the Bard’s best bad guy, on the 
other hand, is seriously awful. I am 
as much a fan as anyone of the 
much-lauded Packer. But some- 
times she puts me in mind of the 
little girl with the curl: when she is 
good, she is very very good, but 
when she is bad — well, not even 
the best actor in the Berkshires, 
Jonathan Epstein, athletically pro- 
pelling himself about on crutches 
armed with little hatchets, and a 
new air-conditioned theater can 
save her. 

But to the better news [ 
first. In addition to J 
directing the Williams- 
town Shrew, Britisher 
Rees, an Olivier and 
Tony Award winner for {| 
Nicholas Nickleby, plays 
both Petruchio and 
Christopher Sly. I had 
high hopes for the pro- 
duction, as Rees’s last- 
season staging of The 
Rivals was both stylish 
and spirited. And, once 
again, things get off to a 
great start. Rees — in 
the guise of Sly, the 
drunken tinker of the 
play’s framing device — 
comes staggering down 
the aisle like some 
unruly latecomer. In an 
attempt to deal with 
him, two ushers shimmy 
through rows of theater- 
goers, “excuse me’—ing 
and waving flashlights. 
But the rowdy breaks 
free, lurching onto the 
stage and lunging back- 
ward into a curtain bear- 
ing the name of the play. 
With it and him in a tan- 
gle on the floor, Neil 
Patel’s Mediterranean- 
looking set — complete 
with colorful Papa 


Razzi-like murals of LAMENTA 


tomatoes both literal and 
figurative — comes into 





Bebe Neuwirth. 

This has to be as fast and inven- 
tive a rendition of Shrew’s creaky 
Induction as has ever been seen, 
and it explains the play, from 
Petruchio’s point of view, as a fever 
dream—cum-sex fantasy. It also 
manages to bring a Tony- and 
Emmy-winning star onto a sum- 
mer stage without the audience’s 
recognizing her and offering up the 
obligatory applause. But Rees is 
less successful at explaining the 
transformation of Katharina on 
which the play hinges. Neuwirth’s 
shrew is a sexy, striding tigress in a 
tight dress (in which she looks ter- 
rific), who eventually learns not 
only how to play her husband’s 
game, but — apparently — how to 
be turned on by it. The actress’s 
throaty voice, however, is tinged by 
a contemporary twang, and her 
characterization calls to mind the 
old Dorothy Parker line about run-

hot and heavy at it with Rees’s 
Petruchio that we forget trying to 
figure out what she’s doing with 
the speech and start wondering 
whether there will be onstage forni- 
cation. 

Of course, its wife-taming 
premise, not so offensive in the 
1590s, is the central problem of 
Shrew. Rees hasn’t actually solved 
it (some quotes in the program 
suggest Petruchio is saving Kate 
from her own hostility), but he

view. But this stewed Sly 

proves hard to subdue. A bucket of 
water must be sloshed in his face 
and a gurney wheeled on.

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ning the emotional gamut from A 
to B. In the end, neither director 
nor performer can decide what 
attitude to take toward Katharina’s 
famous paean to wifely abasement 
— whether to wink at it, justify it 
as a thing of Shakespeare’s time, or 
turn it, as Andrei Serban so mem- 
orably did at the American 
Repertory Theatre, into a prelude 
to elegant, mutual surrender. So 
Neuwirth changes tack every line 
or two, sometimes meaning, some- 
times mocking, and finally going so 





blows some delightful, antic smoke 
around it. The production is set in 
the piazza of what appears to be an 
Italian village in the pre-lib 1940s 
or 50s, and it’s driven by an infec- 
tious, oft-ironic Italian-pop score 
that stretches from ’60s swoon to 
techno.

folks who move in clumps. But 
sometimes the director tries too 
hard, as with Biondello’s overdone 
— if, in Sam Breslin Wright’s fran- 
tically physical delivery, bravura — 
description of Petruchio’s crazy 
advance on his wedding. 

Rees’s Petruchio is a wiry cock 
of the walk in sneakers and a back- 
pack, given less to body slamming 
(he leaves that to Lucentio’s ser- 
vants) than to casual machismo. 
And the supporting cast, from Tom 
Bloom’s frazzled Baptista Minola 
to Carrie Preston’s airheaded flirt 
of a Bianca to Alan Mandell’s 
unusually dapper Gremio, is solid. 
If the show doesn’t rival The 
Rivals, it’s certainly fun. And not 
long into Shakespeare & 
Company’s Richard III, 1 found 
myself wishing Rees’s Petruchio 
would breeze in on his motor 
scooter and do something — any- 
thing — about the York and 
Lancaster women. 

No one has ever accused Tina 
Packer of lacking strong ideas; you 
do not emerge from her produc- 
tions yawning, shrugging, and 
thinking, “Eh, who cares?” Well, 
you do come out of this one yawn- 
ing, less because it’s three and a 
half hours long than because the 
director’s preoccupations lay a 
heavy foot on the brake of the play, 
destroying its murderous momen- 
tum. Richard, Duke of Gloucester, 
moves from killing to killing like a 
man playing hopscotch, until all 
his delicious villainy blows back on 
him like a fierce wind. But Packer 
is less interested in Shakespeare’s 
witty Machiavellian, who makes 
the audience his fascinated confi- 
dant, than she is in the “powerful 
ritual” of lamentation, as it has 
been practiced, primarily by 
women, through the ages. In her 
reading, the variously grieving 
women of Richard III are key to 
the healing — through lamenta- 
tion — of the 30-year rupture 
between the Houses of York and 
Lancaster known as the War of the 
Roses. Packer’s production, there- 
fore, restores to the play material 
that is usually cut or significantly 
pared, then further bogs it down in 
overwrought, formal wailing, 
keening, tongue-clicking, and 
breast-beating. There is even a 
“lamentation director,” Kimberly 
White, on board to make sure the- 
ater doesn’t get in the way of 
anthropology. 

It occurred to me that, perhaps, 
to make room for all the lamenting, 
Packer could just cut the parts of 
the play having to do with 
deformed Dick Crookback and his 
bloody rise and fall. She could call 
the new work Screaming Women in 
Bad Wigs: Scenes from Richard III. 
(In fairness, only Elizabeth 
Aspenlieder’s Lady Anne is saddled 











Middle and High School, Lenox, 


with a truly egregious wig; as 
Queen Elizabeth, Ariel Bock, who 
also manages a performance of 
dignity, sports attractive hair exten- 
sions.) Trouble is, Packer has ideas 
about Richard as well — and a 
strong actor to put them in motion. 
In this department, the production 
starts well, with Richard beginning 
his famous “Now is the winter of 
our discontent/Made glorious 
summer by this sun of York” in 
darkness. The lights come up first 
on his steel crutches, then on 
Shakespeare’s “bottled spider” 
clinging to a huge web of thick 
rope. And Epstein — a powerful, 
far from withered actor — makes a 
vigorous if decidedly asymmetrical 
cripple, hanging from his armed 
crutches like a bug, tossing them 
aside to pull himself up by the arms 
to the golden ladder leading to the 
throne. 

But Packer and Epstein seek to 
humanize Richard (as they did, to 
forceful effect, Shylock), allowing 
him not just a soft side meant to 
dissemble, but what appear to be 
true tender spots as well. Epstein is 
capable of a brusque coldness that 
is both funny and chilling. 
Nonetheless, the characterization 
proves most successful toward the 
end, as Richard’s ruthless, almost 
exultant expediency gives way to 
foreboding and self-doubt. Far bet- 
ter than the villain’s famous woo- 
ing of Anne over the corpse of her 
father-in-law (which is marred by 
the emphasis on lamentation) is the 
much-later scene between him and 
Bock’s pained Elizabeth, in which 
Richard tries, almost touchingly, to 
promote himself on the basis of 
“the time to come.” 

Epstein’s physically impressive 
Richard and the wailing women 
aside, this Richard III, oddly for a 
Packer production, lacks a clear 
through-line. It’s as if the director 
had too many ideas, many of them 
credible on paper if not on stage, 
and the rehearsal process became a 
subterranean exploration of 
Shakespeare’s play that never 
made it back to the surface as a 
compelling production. Moreover, 
some of Packer’s notions — for 
example, turning the homicidal 
dunces Richard hires to kill 
Clarence into comic, piratical car- 
toons, and having Malcolm Ingram 
render the Lord Mayor of London 
as a dotty caricature out of Monty 
Python — are just bad. (Perhaps 
the more painfully broad character- 
izations are meant to allay the con- 
fusion caused by double and triple 
casting.) As for all the endless, 
plot-impeding lamentation, _ it 
comes across, alternately, like a 
parody and like a contest. I don’t 
know which big-lunged, chest- 
thumping old queen is winning. 
But the Bard’s the loser. Ld

Shakespeare's problem play at the Publick

seriousness: the venerable outdoor venue opened its season with the

with Nine, the Arthur 
Kopit/Murray Yeston 
musical based on 
Fellini's 812.

Psychopathia pairs sex and socks

Paired, they’re usually good for a laugh — indeed, the nerdy lover who 
gets his rocks off with his socks on has long been a staple sight gag of 


the sex farce. But even in summer, 
when the funnybone tends to be at 
its most ticklish, the sex-socks 
alliance can carry a comedy only 
so far. And in John Patrick 
Shanley’s Psychopathia Sexualis, 
that’s not nearly far enough. 

Shanley’s set-up is a promising 
one. Arthur, an artist on the verge 
of marrying a crusty Southern 
belle named Lucille, can’t get it 
up unless he’s fondling a pair of 
his father’s argyles. But that’s not 
the real problem. As Arthur 
explains to his pal Howard, an ex- 
stockbroker fascinated by Jungian 
psychology, the sexual talisman 
he considers essential to the suc- 
cess of his upcoming honeymoon 
has been confiscated by the psy- 
chiatrist he’s been seeing for six 
years, a diabolical Freudian 
named Dr. Block. 

Eventually, in the play’s funniest 
scenes, both Howard and Lucille 
end up in Block’s office deter- 
mined to retrieve the socks. Before 
they get there, however, Shanley 
makes his characters slog through 
a series of tedious and often non-

sensical scenes that only muddy 
the waters. Although Arthur is the 
one with the fetish and the crisis, 
Shanley’s focus is on Howard, 
who bloviates on and on in the first 
act about his dreams, his secret 
disappointments, his hang-ups 
about intimacy, and his qualms 
about psychotherapy. (It’s worth 
mentioning that Shanley’s /talian 
American Reconciliation is narrat- 
ed by the main character’s best 
friend; maybe indirection is the 
playwright’s particular perver- 
sion.)

leading a double life? “Friar 
Lodowick” is willing to send con- 
victed murderer Barnadine off to 
Heaven “shriven” only by him. And 
act five is a conjurer’s trick: it takes 
place where it shouldn’t (city gates 
instead of consecrated fount), you 
can’t tell who’s in league with the 
Duke (the Provost? Friar Peter?), 
and Isabella makes no response to 
the discovery of Claudio or to the 
Duke’s proposal. By the end, it 
seems, there’s still a lot that the Duke 
knows and we don’t; he’s like a mas- 
ter playwright working the mari- 
onette strings. Is this Shakespeare’s 
subtle commentary on absolute 
authority, in the playhouse as well as 
on the throne? 

Director Veloudos confronts this 
bewildering Bard head-on. His Duke 
is a neurotic, tormented soul feckless 
with both the law and the ladies. His 
Isabella gives herself away with her 
first line: she does want greater priv- 
ileges at the nunnery; indeed, she’s 
aching for the joy of sex. So is 
Angelo, but he can’t measure his 
desire, so he entombs it and becomes 
the archangel of repression. It’s a 
romantic slant that minimizes the

with his. Of course, if the audience pool were 
deprived of both kids and people expecting 
to hear their favorite songs from the film, 
Fame, the Musical probably wouldn’t be 
playing rooms as big as Boston’s Colonial 
Theatre. Which explains why, even after 
raking in the bucks with a franchise that 
included the 1980 film and a TV series that 
aired from 1981 to 1987, Fame creator 
David De Silva wasn’t able to raise enough 
cash to get Fame, the Musical onto 
Broadway in 1989. Maybe potential 
investors made the mistake of seeing ihe 
show. 


As a melodramatic film about a group of 


students struggling to make their dreams 
come true at New York’s High School for the 
Performing Arts, Fame worked because it 
invested a fair amount in character develop- 


ment and because it made the pursuit of 


artistic excellence (in music, drama, and 
dance) seem quite a bit like training for a 
triathlon or studying for the bar exam. And 
as a series of song-and-dance routines it suc- 
ceeded because, for all their cheesiness, 
songs like “Fame” were solid and memo- 
rable. The television show may have sucked, 
but so does a lot of stuff on TV.

or, at least, sign on with a traveling produc- 
tion of Fame, the Musical. Except Fame, the 
Musical sort of skips over all that middle 
stuff. There’s a song at the beginning about 
hard work. It’s called “Hard Work.” And one 
character — the over-anxious, drug-abusing 
singer/dancer Carmen Diaz — runs off to 
LA, where her fishnet stockings develop 
almost as many holes as the underfed plot. 
The show’s final number is dedicated to her 
memory, which made me feel like the little 
girl in the seat behind me who turned to her 
mom toward the end and asked, “What hap- 
pened to Carmen?” Mom’s response: “She 
got sick and died.” 

You pretty much expect stage-musical 
adaptations of popular films to be some- 
what silly — a tendency that The Simpsons 
took full advantage of in its Broadway-style 
Planet of the Apes musical spoof. In the case 
of Fame, though, it’d be fair to get at least a 
few familiar tunes as part of the package. In 
lieu of that, Fame, the Musical tries to cap- 
italize on the popularity of Rent with its 
gritty tale of artsy multi-ethnic NYC kids 
coming of age in a tough world full of 
drugs, erections, and the stocking-ripping 
city of Los Angeles. Unfortunately, as a 
low-rent Rent, Fame’s too adult for most 
children, too childish for most adults, and a 
major letdown for anyone hoping for a 
“Hot Lunch Jam.”

Still crazy 


Spiral Stage dusts off Cuckoo’s Nest

theater company would bother to clean out the cobwebs 
from the 1960s play One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest, 


given that the most explicit horrors of the 
piece — electroshock treatment and state- 
ordered lobotomies — have long. been 
disowned by the psychiatric profession. 
Besides, it seems a fool’s errand to compete 
with the 1975 film version of Ken Kesey’s 
novel, which won five Oscars and helped to 
establish Jack Nicholson’s maniacal grin as 
one of the most unshakable images of

American cinema. 

Spiral Stage director Timothy James Kelley 
responds to these challenges by pulling 
Cuckoo’s Nest into the realm of science fic- 
tion, and the result is eerie and thought-pro- 
voking, even with a rather sluggish plot. Set 
designer Martin Bridge weighs down the 
community room of a psychiatric hospital 
with spaghetti wiring and metallic tubes and 
generally makes it impossible to determine 
whether the play is set 40 years in the past or 
100 years in the future. Throughout the play, 
we hear grinding machinery from somewhere 
offstage, periodically interrupted by bits of 
Muzak (easy-listening versions of such songs 
as “Going Out of My Head” and “Gentle on 
My Mind”) and the sound of a waterfall con- 
jured up by the play’s symbol of uncorrupted 
nature, an American Indian named Chief 
Bromden. The suffocating dreariness — even 
the starched white nurses’ uniforms somehow 
seem gray — adds to the feeling that the time 
is not only impossible to determine, but also 
irrelevant. 

There is some justification for this 
approach to the material. Shock treatment 
and random brain-slicing may be symbols of 
a more primitive age in psychiatry, but they’re 
still effective as symbols of an uncertain 
future. I would not be surprised to see them 
come back in more-palatable forms (loboto- 
my pills?), and Americans seem to be 
embracing the philosophy that no form of 
punishment is too cruel or unusual in the fight 
against crime. If Cuckoo’s Nest was originally 
written as an attack on ’50s-style conformity 
and middle-class Puritanism (seen in the 
enforced celibacy among the “patients”), it 
has more resonance today as a warning

against the turn-of-the-century pragmatism 
that tempts us to dispose of the “incurables” 
in our midst. And so the group-therapy ses- 
sions in Cuckoo’s Nest, designed to make the 
patients accept their fate rather than change 
it, still have some bite in this production, while 
the subplot about helping a mama’s boy lose 
his virginity is the most dated part of the play. 

Billy Meleady, a frequent performer with 
Boston’s Sugan Theatre 
Company, takes on the role 
made famous by Nicholson: a 
free spirit and convicted rapist 
named R.P. McMurphy who 
rouses the other patients to take 
more control of their lives (e.g., 
demanding to watch the World 
Series on TV). Meleady gives 
McMurphy an Irish brogue and 
a bantam spirit that recall 
Popeye the Sailor Man. His 
chief nemesis is the dictatorial 
Nurse Ratched, and veteran 
Boston actress Sheila Stasack is 
brave to take on the role, con- 
sidering that Louise Fletcher’s career was 
simultaneously made and broken by her 
Oscar-winning turn in the film version. 
Stasack doesn’t disappoint in conveying 
Nurse Ratched’s heartlessness; I’ll be even 
more impressed if she ever gets me to accept 
her smile as genuine after this performance. 
One odd aspect of her portrayal, though, is 
the way Nurse Ratched conducts therapy ses- 
sions: perched atop an old barstool, wearing 
white tights, with legs crossed provocatively. 
I’m assuming that this is deliberate, but the 
staging here is awkward enough to make me 
wonder whether it’s the result of not having a 
more suitable chair. 

J.H. Williston has a suitably commanding 
presence as the supposedly deaf American 
Indian who narrates the play. As the other 
patients, Wesley Lawrence Taylor, Mark 
Wilson, George O’Connor, and Bill Doscher 
are authentically annoying without becoming 
tiresome, though the playwright doesn’t give 
them much character development. Indeed, 
the final confrontation between McMurphy 
and Nurse Ratched is powerful here, as it is in 
the film, but it’s undercut somewhat by the 
soft plot of the first act (a softness probably 
obscured by Nicholson‘s intense performance 
in the film). One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest 
is the main offering of Spiral Stage’s third 
summer season (the first Equity-affiliated 
one, thanks to the participation of Stasack 
and Williston), and it is presented in reperto- 
ry with The Complete History of America, 
Abridged. Performances are at Dedham’s 
Noble and Greenough School, and the empty 
halls, smothered in blond wood, provide an 
ironic counterpoint to the different kind of 
institution on-stage. «

Charles Coe’s life lessons 
BY CATHERINE A. SALMONS Charles Coe is a poet’s 


poet, a kind of jazzy, postmodern Ben Jonson: bold, plain 
diction; soulful, improvised swirls in a matrix of straight- 


cian’s understanding of the rhythms of lin- 
ear thought: ideas, he seems to imply, have 
a music of their own. Coe works within 
loose but varied constraints: he sets up a 
pattern then breaks it, reinvents form to suit 
his mood, never stays in any one groove too 
long. The poems embody his own playful 
dictum from the tongue-in-cheek “Yo, 
Poets!”: “when committing an act of poet- 
ry,/never be a slave to rules.” 

The publication of Picnic on the Moon is 
newsworthy in itself. The book is the latest 
release from the Wellfleet-based Leapfrog 
Press, which was founded in 1996 by the 
celebrated husband & wife literary duo Ira 
Wood and Marge Piercy. Wood explains 
that the press is both a labor of love and a 
way of rescuing distinguished authors “not 
considered commercial enough to pub- 
lish. . . . We’re committed to the idea of the 
| small press, because without it, many fine 
books wouldn’t be in print at all.” 

Charles Coe’s debut is a textbook exam- 
ple: the late-ish first book of a mature, 


ahead narrative; understated, but shimmer- | 
ing with wit, compassion, integrity of pur- 
pose. No artifice, no show, no creaking of 
formal machinery: what drives his verse is 
the muscular cadence of experience — life, 
through the poet’s prismatic eye. What dri- 
ves his verse is the story. Or as Coe puts it, 
in this bluesy riff from the epigraph to part 
one of his new Picnic on the Moon: “I come 
from where I’ve been.” 

Where Coe has been resonates from 
every page of his graceful book, the first 
collection from this Cantabrigian now in the 
early years of middle age, an artist as 
unhurried about getting into print as his 
poems are unhurried, mature in their pac- 
ing. We glimpse the artist as a young black 
poet coming of age in mid-1960s | 
Indianapolis, mapping his way through the | 
era’s labyrinth of conflicting ideologies, 
falling in and out of contradictions 
deciding how to think, and how to be. 
“Blues for Mr. Glaspar” is one of Coe’s wry 
portraits of his own young self, on fire with

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Surfacing

Powerman 5000's sci-fi new wave 
BY CARLY CARIOLI In this summer of Star 


Wars, it seems inevitable that it would occur to 
someone to release a full-blown rock-and-roll 


space opera. Enter Powerman 5000 frontman 
Spider, who may or may not be from Mars. 
With Powerman’s proper major label debut, 


Tonight the Stars Revolt! 
(DreamWorks), he’s done for the 
sci-fi aisle at the video store what 
his brother Rob Zombie has done 
for the cutout-horror bin. It’s a 
brief history of futuristic cheap 
thrills from the black-and- 
white future-shock fantasies of 
1940s Hollywood to the post-no- 
future roboticized dance-floor 
eroticism of ’80s new wave up 
through the glowering Mad 
Maxified stammer of 
industrialized heavy metal 

“| definitely wanted to make an 
otherworldly kind of record,” says 
Spider on the phone from 
Catalina, California, where he’s 
taking a working holiday before 
setting out on a promotional tour 
that brings PM5K to Tower 
Records in Boston on Tuesday. 
“Not only in the artwork and the 
concepts, but the sound as well. 
It’s definitely a rock-and-roll 
record, but some of the sounds 
are very — well, you don’t know 
what they are or where they’re 
coming from. It kind of puts you 
in a different place, you know 
what I mean? It’s funny, ’cause in 
the interviews I’ve done for this 
record, people have begun to ask, 
‘Is this a concept album?’ I guess 
that has negative connotations — 
people think of ’70s Styx or 
something — but I don’t know. 
I’m beginning to believe that 
maybe it is.” 

Tonight the Stars Revolt! is like- 
ly to come as a shock for anyone 
who remembers PM5K’s Boston 
days, which yielded an EP (True 
Force on Curve of the Earth) and 
an album (The _ Blood-Splat 
Ratings System, on the NYC label 
Conscience) of hodgepodgy hip- 
hop-inflected metal that seemed a 
bit too limp and frat-funkish to 
appeal to anyone beyond, say, the 
Pot Rally crowd. But Blood Splat 
did well enough that the band 


relocated to California in hopes of 


a major label deal, which they got 
when DreamWorks _ reissued 
Blood Splat as Mega! Kung Fu 
Radio and sent the band on the 
road with a succession of heavy- 
hitting headliners. But that was 
pretty much the end of PM5K as 
we knew them. They’ve since 
added a guitarist, who goes by the 
astronomical handle m.33 (born 
Mike Tempesta, whose brother 
John just happens to be the drum- 
mer in Rob Zombie’s band), and 
reinvented themselves as some- 
thing like a cross between the 
early Flash Gordon serials and 
Devo. 

“We've definitely added new 
wave to the list of styles that we 
combine,” admits Spider. 

With a few exceptions — the 
closing “Watch the Sky for Me,” 
a kitschy cocktail-jazz number 
with Marilyn Manson’s Ginger 
Fish sitting in; the trip-hoppy 
intérlude “System 11:11”; and a 
savage screamfest duet between 
Spider and Rob Zombie on “Blast 
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Off to. Nowhere” — Tonight's 
best moments come from the new 
wave side of the list. Form and 
function fuse with clipped, mech- 
anized riffage and Kraftwerkian 
assembly-line electronics on the 
Asimovian “Automatic.” The nat- 
ural choice for a second single, 
“Nobody’s Real” begins by mak- 
ing music out of factory parts, 
raining rivets on a hard-wired 
synthesis of robo-futuro metal- 
machine machismo, stripped- 
down melodic economy, and 
pulsing stroboscopic bass. 

“When Worlds Collide,” 
Tonight’s first single (not to men- 
tion a 1951 Oscar winner for spe- 
cial effects), is practically a house 
track — slipping in and out of an 
unmitigated disco beat complete 
with sampled drum-machine 
handclaps, essentially taking 
Trans Europe Express for a spin 
along the Highway to Hell. And 
the video, in which a silver-jump- 
suited Spider does battle with an 
interstellar overlord dude who 
looks a lot like Ming the Merciless 
— or maybe the dude from 
Hellraiser reincarnated as Darth 
Maul — pretty much sums up 
Powerman’s fixations. 

“I’ve toyed with the idea of 
making every video like a contin- 
uation, and then we’d put ’em all 
together and it would be sort of 
like our own little Flash Gordon 
serial,” says Spider. “It started 
out based around the evil guy. We 
wanted to create this sort of Ming 
the Merciless kind of character, 
and at some point we knew that 
somehow the band was going to 
sort of liberate the audience. I like 
to think of it as a science-fiction 
Footloose. You know — they’re in 
this town, but they can’t dance. 

“On our first record we didn’t 
really have a conception of what 
the band was all about,” Spider 
admits. “That record was created 
over such a long period of time. 
And like a lot of first albums, 
some of the songs were years old 
and some were months old, so 
you just kind of got this mess of 
stuff and hoped somehow it made 
sense. With the new record, after 
having toured for a year, we real- 
ly sort of figured out what we do 
well and what we don’t do well. | 
consciously steered away from 
some of the more rap-influenced 
elements — which some people 
might be bummed out about, 
though I haven’t heard anything 
bad yet. It is kind of interesting 
that that whole genre has become 
so big now. I feel like, you know 
— | hate to say it, it sounds terri- 
ble — but I feel like we almost 
pioneered that so many years ago, 
and I certainly didn’t want to 
come off sounding like a second 
wave of that style of music. So I 
figured we'd just totally change 
what we do, and just put the 
emphasis on writing some good 
songs.

heavy record,” he goes on, “but 
we all realized that the kind of 
stuff that we really like, what it 
boils down to is writing some 
songs with some hooks and some 
memorable moments that people 
can sing along to. That was a big 
element of what we wanted to do, 
and we really tried to in songs like 
‘Nobody’s Real’ and ‘When 
Worlds Collide.’ I found myself 
going back and digging up old 
’50s and ’60s sci-fi films like The 
Day the Earth Stood Still and 
Forbidden Planet, stuff like that, 
and engrossing myself in the 
past’s vision of the future. That 
was sort of the inspiration behind 
the record: we’d just make this 
futuristic record but represent a 
future that doesn’t exist anymore. 
The vision of the future now is 
destruction and dead bodies in 
the streets Terminator or 
Blade Runner or Alien kind of 
thing. And it wasn’t always like 
that. That was a really interesting 
thing to me, to examine how peo- 
ple used to think things would 
turn out. So that was a starting 
point.” 

Born Mike Cummings, Spider 
is old enough to have played a 
Flock of Seagulls cover back 
when Flock of Seagulls were still 
charting, back in his mid-’80s 
Haverhill hardcore band Vital 
Interest; and he was ahead of the 
hip-hop craze when he debuted 
around Boston as an MC in ’90. 
But with the current incarnation 
of PM5K, he would appear to be 
at exactly the right place at the 
right time. After a couple of 
albums’ worth of Marilyn 
Manson crooning like Ethel 
Merman coming off a coke binge, 
Spider’s unorthodox, laconic, 
gravelly cadences no longer seem 
like a hindrance. And in perhaps 
the most bizarre heavy-metal 
trend of the decade, the past six 
months have seen the canoniza- 
tion of heavy-metal bands paying 
homage to new wave. The first 
band signed to Korn’s Elementree 
imprint, Orgy scored a surprise 
hit with a remarkably faithful ren- 
dition of New Order’s “Blue 
Monday,” and the floodgates 


—- § 
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opened. Fear Factory snagged 
Gary Numan for a version of 
“Cars,” which hit big as a single 
(and as a Blade Runner-inspired 
video). NYC’s Shootyz Groove, 
who like Powerman had made 
several forgettable rap-inflected 
hardcore albums, scored a single 
with the sunny Sugar Ray-—ish 
California-pop single “L Train,” 
but tacked on an XTC cover to 
their album just to be sure. 
Machine Head do a metalized 
version of the Police’s “Message 
in a Bottle” (proving once again 
that rock’s nii-school is taking its 
cues from hip-hop) on their 
forthcoming The Burning Red 
(Roadrunner). And near the end 
of Tonight the Stars Revolt!, 
PM5K take a relatively uninspired 
romp through the Cars’ hit 
“Good Times Roll.” 

“Well, first of all, the cover- 
tune thing is getting a little out of 
hand,” admits Spider. “The rea- 
son why we did ‘Good Times 
Roll’ was almost to say that. It’s 
like, honestly, I think that most 
bands do a cover tune because 
they don’t have any other strong 
material. I find that ‘Good Times 
Roll’ is almost the weakest point 
on our record. Well, cool, let’s put 
it on, then. Because it says we 
don’t need this. We’re almost 
doing it because I see everybody 
doing it — like, Limp Bizkit 
blows up with ‘Faith,’ and sud- 
denly it’s ‘How can we get a hit? 
We need to do a cover tune.’ We 
kind of really intentionally did it 
with that in mind, realizing that 
there’re so many songs on the 
album that are so much stronger.” 

Plus, “Good Times Roll” isn’t 
even the best Cars moment on the 
album — that honor would have 
to go to “Nobody’s Real,” which 
with its simple, catchy ascending 
guitar hook and pulsing Martian 
keyboards sounds like the best 
Cars song anyone’s written in 
years. “Exactly,” Spider concurs. 
“When we wrote it, I was like, 
‘That sounds like the Cars!’ And 
the funny thing is that we had 
considered working with Ric 
Ocasek to produce the album a 
long time before we even wrote 


| 








the song. It’s kind of weird how 
the Cars connection kept coming 
back to us.” 

More important, “Nobody’s 
Real” contains what might be the 
album’s defining statement — 
partly a sequel to White Zombie’s 
paean to hyper-realism, “More 
Human than Human,” it’s an 
acknowledgment that all selves 
are manufactured, a declaration 
of the liberating power of rock 
and roll that allows Marilyn 
Manson, like Johnny Rotten, to 
become a rock-and-roll Antichrist, 
Rob Cummings to become Rob 
Zombie, and Spider to admit, in 
Powerman’s DreamWorks bio, 
that “being in a band is as close as 
I could get to being a superhero.” 
Or, as he puts it in “Nobody’s 
Real,” “Rockets and robots can 
save your life/When you don’t 
care about what’s real, it’s all 
right.” 

“That’s sort of the key line in 
the song,” says Spider. “People 
think by the nature of the title that 
it must be about, ‘Oh everybody’s 
fake and phony.’ That never real- 
ly came into my mind when I was 
writing it. | thought of it more like 
a sci-fi concept like a 
Westworld or Futureworld kinda 
vibe. To me that line means, like 
— a lot of people would always 
say, ‘Why do you write about this 
nonsense crap? This stuff doesn’t 
mean anything,’ and ‘It’s not 
real.’ My answer to that was just 
like, ‘Why isn’t it?’ Why isn’t it 
just as important as writing about 
your heartache, or whatever? Pop 
culture has been, and still is, 
super-important in my life, and 
I’m sure it has been in a lot of 
peoples’ lives. That’s America’s 
culture and that’s where people 
learn about so many things, and it 
sort of shapes the way I am now. 
So I always thought that if you 
don’t care about what’s real — 
meaning, what other people 
assume isn’t real — it'll be all 
right.” =z

Anton Bruckner’s Last Judgment Ninth Symphony

Symphony — and Mahler’s late symphonies are 
all about consolation — it’s the presence of the 
composer himself, Virgil.to your Dante, as you 
survey the nether emotional regions of death, 


desolation, and despair. Then 
there’s Anton Bruckner’s Ninth 
Symphony, which for all that it’s 
dedicated to “the dear God” 
strands us in the vibrating cosmos. 
This gigantic work, its fourth and 
final movement just sketches at the 
composer’s death, in 1896, 
continues to mesmerize record 
labels: where a dozen years ago 
there were only seven recordings in 
the catalogue, there are now, in the 
decade of Nirvana and hip-hop, 32 
(with many more temporarily out 
of print). It’s the classical 
conductor’s mandate to conquer 
the universe. The latest explorers 
to boldly go are the late Sergiu 
Celibidache, whose Zen Bud- 
dhist-like Munich Philharmonic 
recordings of Bruckner have finally 
been issued in America, by EMI, 
and Giuseppe Sinopoli, Mr. 
Symphonic Deconstruction, who 
weighs in with the Staatskapelle 
Dresden on a new Deutsche 
Grammophon release. 

If Mahler’s symphonies read like 
a novel, or a play, Bruckner’s read 
like architecture. By reputation, 
this Austrian composer was a sim- 
ple soul with no social graces and a 
childlike faith in God — yet by 
Symphony No. 3 he has no prob- 
lem layering a polka on top of a 
funeral march. His early works rise 


like Gothic cathedrals, hewn out of 


rock and angel, but with quirky, 
quarky, gargoyle-like details. The 
later symphonies resemble Caspar 
David Friedrich’s ruined churches, 
their ambulatories overgrown, 
their spires soaring into a God-for- 
saken sky. The Ninth, like Le 


Corbusier’s pilgrimage chapel of 


Notre-Dame-du-Haut at Ron- 
champ, inverts the Gothic propor- 
tions of mass and space, under- 
mining tonality and every other 
received notion of how a sympho- 
ny should sound. It’s music for the 
millennium. 

Mahler’s Ninth begins with a 
heartbeat motif; Bruckner’s Ninth, 
like Beethoven’s, opens on a string 


tremolo, the oscillation of the 
quantum universe. And like 
Beethoven’s Ninth, Bruckner’s 


announces itself in D minor — but 
by bar 19 the horns are surging up 
to E-flat, the key of Beethoven’s 
Eroica Symphony and Emperor 
Concerto, the opening of Wagner’s 
Rheingold, the conclusion of 
Mahler’s Second (Resurrection) 
and Eighth Symphonies, the key of 
Bruckner’s own heroic/romantic 
Fourth Symphony. The first sub- 
ject group alone has eight elements 
(as Derek Watson points out, 
“There are more things of heaven 
and earth than were ever dreamt of 
in any other first-subject group”), 
climaxing with three tremendous 
octave crashes into the Pit, the last 
of which drops from E-flat to a 
momentary D before recovering to 
E-flat. Rescue arrives via the 
lulling cradle song of the A-major 
second subject, but the underpin- 
ning seven-note ostinato (from the 





same root as “obstinate”) in the 
second violins betrays the compos- 
er’s counting mania. The third 
subject, back in D minor, finds the 
first violins obsessing over D while 
an ominous descending ostinato 
develops in the clarinets and trou- 
bling harmonic vistas unfold. 

After expounding their themes, 
symphonic composers’ from 
Mozart and Beethoven to Mahler 
and Sibelius develop them. Not 
Bruckner. His hymn-like melodies 
resist the dissecting instrument 
(“What God hath joined, let no 
man put asunder”); what they 
invite is harmonic exploration. So 
instead of development, we get a 
counterstatement where the origi- 
nal themes appear in new and 
increasingly alarming colors, seek- 
ing, like T.S. Eliot, “to arrive where 
we started/And know the place for 
the first time.” It’s like looking at a 
painting by Bosch or Brueghel 
where devils keep popping up; the 
cacophonous climax finds the first 
violins clinging to a stratospheric 
B-flat while the horns and violas 
get claustrophobic. The coda 
begins with an ominous drumroll 
and a mist of anarchic mutterings 
that clear to reveal Bruckner’s dark 
angels processing through the 
thorn trees. Last. Judgment hyste- 
ria mounts in the string ostinatos 
while the trumpets obsess on E, 
and as the orchestra subsides into 
a mock-triumphant D minor, the 
trumpets try to lift it into E-flat, 
their outbursts heroically, horrifi- 
cally, failing as the orchestra drags 
them down like the devils that 
carry off Marlowe’s Faust. 

The jackhammer Scherzo — 
also in D minor, but the second 
violins lead another nasty, disso- 
nant revolt with their insistent D- 
flat — is “relieved” by a Trio that 
slithers about the Garden with its 
poisoned apple; you can get nause- 
ated just listening. The Adagio, 
straight out of Friedrich’s Arctic 
Shipwreck, opens on an upward- 
leaping ninth that withholds the 
security of a home key. 
Conventional religious consolation 
is offered by the A-flat (the key of 
Parsifal) second subject, but the 
movement persists in its lonely pil- 
grimage through icy wastes to an 
illusory oasis that looks ahead to 
The Ten Commandments (you can 
practically hear Cecil B. DeMille 
intoning, “And Moses dwelt among 
the shepherds of Midian... ”) and 
then a chromatic nightmare (seven 
of the 12 notes of that scale fused 
in a single death’s-head chord) 
before reaching a humpback- 
whale-soothing E major via allu- 
sions to Bruckner’s own D-minor 
Mass (the Miserere) and Eighth 
(the Adagio) and Seventh (the 
opening subject) Symphonies and 
a premonition of the Mary Tyler 
Moore theme. 

Performance in Bruckner sym- 
phonies has gotten slower and 
slower as conductors, like con- 
gressmen, try to substitute length 





for logos. This trend has been put 
down to the Nazis’ glorification of 
Bruckner, but in fact the 1938 
recording of the Ninth by 
Siegmund von Hausegger and the 
Munich Philharmonic — the earli- 
est recording we have — zips by in 
just 55 minutes, and through the 
50s Bruno Walter, Jascha 
Horenstein, and Hans 
Knappertsbusch regularly clocked 
in under that mark; not till Zubin 
Mehta in 1965 did a recording 
exceed one hour. Now that’s the 
norm: Sinopoli and Jestis Lépez- 
Cobos take 62 minutes, Daniel 
Barenboim, Giinter Wand, and 


Riccardo Chailly 63, Jeffrey Tate | 


66, Jany Renz 67. Leonard 
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Bernstein needed 61 the first time, 
66 the second; Carlo Maria Giulini 
went from 63 to 68. Celibidache’s 
two bootleg recordings check in at 
58 and 63 minutes; his EMI per- 
formance runs, yes, 78. 

Longer is, alas, not always bet- 
ter. Certainly Bruckner’s complex 
sound picture needs room to 
unfold, but it operates in a sophis- 
ticated spacetime (Anton didn’t 
need Albert to tell him about rela- 
tivity), and when you take away the 
time — and the mortality — his 
symphonies just get lost in space. I 
expected Giuseppe Sinopoli’s 
reading to stress Bruckner’s 
manic-depressive nature (this con- 
ductor has a degree in psychiatry, 
after all), but it emotes rather than 
explores. The initial slow tempo 
causes the composer’s kinetic 
rhythms to flatten out, and when 
the second subject arrives, it can 
hardly get slower, as Bruckner’s 
“langsamer” indicates it should. 
Histrionics mar the close of both 
second and third subjects; transi- 
tions are flat-footedly literal (try 
the one between second and third 








subjects starting at bar 153; 7:14); 
and Sinepoli sprints into the (oth- 
erwise well-judged) coda as if he 
were meeting a date, not his 
Maker. 

The Trio of the Scherzo is a lit- 
tle square, and the Adagio is heavy 
and literal, with a cataclysm that’s 
powerful but not ugly. Sinopoli 
isn’t helped by Deutsche 
Grammophon’s bright, shallow 
sound, which robs the horns of air 
at the end of the first movement’s 
exposition (bar 219; 10:22) and 
may be responsible for the lack of 
contrast in the call-and-response 
for first violins (bars 51-54; 2:09). 
The symphony is beautifully 
played, just not beautifully thought 
out by a conduc- 
tor who hasn’t 
spent as much 
time as the com- 
poser did listen- 
ing to Satan in 
the desert. 

Time is also the 
nemesis of Sergiu 
Celibidache, 
whose EMI 
Bruckner moves 
with glacial speed. 
As his son Serge 
explains in the 
liner booklet, 
these live-concert 
recordings (Sym- 
phonies 3 through 


9 plus the F- 
minor Mass), 
would not have 


been authorized 
by his late father, 
who believed that 
any _ recording 
was a falsification 
of three-dimen- 
sional reality; 
they’ve been 
issued to forestall 
pirates, to pre- 
serve the 
Romanian con- 
ductor’s memory, 
and to raise 
money for a 
musical and a 
humanitarian 
foundation. Serge 
intelligently 
points out that 
the “epiphenome- 
na” of notes to 
which his father was so sensitive get 
lost even in excellent recordings: we 
hear less than what existed in the 
recording studio or concert hall, and 
consequently “the tempo on the CD 
always feels ‘too slow.’ ” Having 
witnessed Celibidache conduct in 
Symphony Hall some 10 years ago, 
I can attest to having heard things 
I’ve never heard on any recording. 
But on CD, at least, this 1995 
Ninth is too slow, time suspended, 
sound surrounded — light that’s 
all particle and no wave. And 
despite Serge’s extenuations, the 
beginning of the Adagio seems 
suspect: after the first voice-in- 
the-wilderness climax (bar 29; 
3:30), the horns’ phrasing starts to 
come unstuck; and when the sec- 
ond theme, marked “sehr 
langsam,” arrives (bar 45; 5:50), 
the tempo is already so measured 
that there’s no way Celibidache 
can slow it further. What’s missing 
everywhere is eschatological ecsta- 
sy (like the God-touching-Adam 
explosion at bar 322 of No. 4’s 
finale, or the Maestoso’s seraphic 
third theme in No. 6). The

Scherzo, at 13:47 instead of the 
usual 10 to 11 minutes, is a revela- 
tion, juggernaut instead of jack- 
hammer. Otherwise, time hangs 
heavy on this recording. 

EMI has appended a rehearsal 
section that finds a plaintive yet 
appreciative conductor clarifying 
textures but not always enlighten- 
ing the listener. (At the outset of 
the Adagio: “Yes, find but not seek. 
Not as it says in the Bible. He who 
seeks shall not find. But what’s 
dead certain is: he who finds does 
not seek.”) The liner booklet pro- 
vides a complete translation, but 
you'll need enough German to link 
the English text to the orchestral 
passages. The catch is that even at 
78 minutes, the symphony would 
have fit on a single CD; the 34 
minutes of rehearsal runs it to two 
— no small matter when EMI’s 
double-CD Celibidache sets are 
going for $34 or so. 

For that kind of money, you 
could expect the fourth movement. 
Bruckner left some 200 pages of 
drafts, but he never saw the move- 
ment whole the way Mahler did his 
Tenth: some parts are barely 
sketched, and there’s no coda, so 
any attempt at a performing ver- 
sion has to be a dodgy proposition. 
Three of those attempts have been 
recorded: William Carragan by 


Yoav Talmi and the Oslo 
Philharmonic (Chandos, 1985); 
Nicola Samale/Giuseppe Maz- 


zucca by Eliahu Inbal and the 
Frankfurt Radio Symphony (Tel- 
dec, 1986); and Samale/John A. 
Phillips/Mazzucca/Gunnar Cohrs 
by Kurt Eichhorn and the Linz 
Bruckner Orchestra (Camerata, 
1993). All share a syncopated first- 
subject group and a richly robed 
chorale theme that descends into 
sackcloth. Eichhorn’s performance 
is long on roses, short on thorns; 
stretched to half an hour it out- 
adagios the Adagio. At the moment 
it’s available only as part of 
Camerata’s excellent complete 
Bruckner set. 

At considerably faster tempos, 
the Inbal/Frankfurt performance 
(78 minutes to Eichhorn’s 93) just 
fits on a single budget CD; this ver- 
sion’s coda, like Eichhorn’s, brings 
back ideas from the first movement 
before ending simply with a rising 
brass figure that recalls the end of 
the Adagio. Carragan’s coda, on 
the other hand, melds syncopation 
and chorale in a giddy gloria, with 
the trumpets blazing a darkly exalt- 
ed D major to the imagined corners 
of God’s creation. At 82 minutes, 
the Talmi/Oslo — performance 
spreads onto two CDs; all the same 
it’s a bargain, since it sells for the 
price of one and includes a bonus 
16-minute recording of Bruckner’s 
actual sketches. 

Celibidache’s unique view of 
Bruckner can be investigated more 
economically on his one-disc 
Fourth or Sixth; his Ninth is for 
collectors and experts. As for 
Sinopoli’s, it sounds callow next to 
Riccardo —Chailly’s__ natural, 
idiomatic performance (Decca, 
1996). Still towering over all are 
the Ninths of Wilhelm 
Furtwangler (Music *& Arts, 
1944), Herbert von Karajan (DG, 
1966 preferred to 1975), and 
especially Otto Klemperer (EMI, 
1970), recordings that suggest 
their older, tougher generation 
had a better handle on the new 
millennium. &

WHITNEY HOUSTON: 
ALMOST PERSONAL 


Too often, performers with the skills to 
make an epic out of a grocery list — 
your Eric Claptons, your Celine Dions, 
your Rob Swifts — end up doing 
exactly that. Nobody exemplifies the 
phenomenon better than Whitney 
Houston, a singer blessed with gospel 
chops and technical brilliance who’s 
spent much of her career yoking her 
gifts to consultant-penned material 
about as gripping as Clive Davis’s tax 
return. But minus “When You Believe,” 
the bland, bitchy showcase/showdown 
Mariah Carey duet from the Prince of 
Egypt (DreamWorks) soundtrack, 
Houston’s new My Love Is Your Love 
(Arista) smokes the way you never 
thought a Whitney album could. 
Conceived by platinum-packing R&B 
new jacks and jills (Missy Elliott, 
Brandy collaborator Rodney Jerkins, 
Wyclef Jean), the new songs let some 
stress into Houston’s airlocked cool. 
And even though she swears she’s not 
dramatizing what it’s like to baby-sit 
Bobby Brown in “It’s Not Right, But 
It’s Okay,” she’s clearly found a con- 
tent provider (Missy, in this case) who 
lets her draw on actual pain. This time, 
it’s (almost) personal. 

At her Wang Theatre show a week 
ago Wednesday, Whitney was coming 
off a string of canceled shows and 
nursing a sore throat. Somehow that 
made it easier to root for her — 
between songs, she gulped water and 
Chloraseptic, then went back to sling- 
ing melismatic high notes into the bal- 
cony like ultimate frisbees. All night, 
she and her improbably rigorous 
drummer-guided band lit a fire under 
schlock-quarry nuggets I thought I was 
sick of — disco-licious congas swept 
“I’m Every Woman” away, and pop- 
salsa beats Ricky Martinized a surpris- 
ingly caliente “I Wanna Dance with 
Somebody.” For the Wyclef-penned 
“My Love Is Your Love,” Whitney 
brought out daughter (and “diva-in- 
waiting”) Bobbi Kristina, who deliv- 
ered “Clap your hands, y’all” like a pre- 
K Timbaland but was clearly more into 
playing with Mommy’s hair. 

So Whitney couldn’t really slam- 








dunk the night’s showiest moment, 
that hyperextended vibrating “I” in “I 
Will Always Love You,” American pop 
vocalism’s grandest triple lutz. So 
what? At the end of the night, with half 
the crowd making for the parking 
garage, she encored with a fierce “It’s 
Not Right,” a minor-key MTV hit 
that’ll never be anybody’s wedding 
song. It’s about this woman adding up 
her man’s credit-card receipts. She fig- 
ures out he’s been cheating on her and 
freezes him in diva carbonite. I mean, 
come on, when Whitney freakin’ 
Houston starts expressing — let alone 
unleashing — the wrath of the math, 
I’m not gonna be the one to withhold 
Mommy’s props.

FOUNTAINS OF 
WAYNE: DRIVE-TIME 
PLAYERS 


It’s one of the odd ironies of the post- 
punk decades in America that bands 
and artists who fit one of the more 
common definitions of pop — the dBs 
in the 80s or the Posies in the "90s — 
never really manage to be very popular. 
Fountains of Wayne, who came to the 
Paradise last Saturday, have been on 
the verge of being an exception to that 
rule since the release of their homony- 
mous Atlantic debut in 1996, a disc 
that featured the beaming sing-along 
near-hit “Radiation Vibe” and at least 
three or four more tracks that were just 
as ready for drive-time play. The 
band’s new Utopia Parkway (Atlantic), 
which dropped this spring, is proof that 
the first one was no fluke — that 
singer/guitarist Chris Collingwood and 
bassist Adam Schlesinger (who’s also a 
member of the NYC trio Ivy) simply 
have a way with the three-minute 
verse/chorus/verse form, not to men- 
tion a gift for the ever-elusive bridge 
that usually sneaks in somewhere 
around minute two. And, joined on 
stage by FOW guitarist Jody Porter, 
former Posies drummer Brian Young, 
and a keyboard player hired for the 
tour, they unassumingly tore through a 
dozen-and-a-half-tune set that made it 
look way too easy. 











They opened, appropriately enough, 
with Utopia Parkway’s “It Must Be 
Summer,” a driving tune about a guy 
whose car won’t start, an anti-summer 
summer song that singles out a couple 
of seasonal landmarks for good mea- 
sure — the Jersey Shore and the Long 
Island Sound. And they spent the first 
half of the set working their way 
through a good chunk of the new disc 
— the melancholy “Hat and Feet,” 
with its Looney Tunes image of a guy 
reduced to a spot on the sidewalk by a 
falling piano; the overdriven “Denise,” 
about a gravel-hearted girl who “drives 
a lavender Lexus/She lives in Queens 
but her dad lives in Texas”; and the wry 
single “Red Dragon Tattoo,” which 
name-checks Korn, .38 Special, Basil 
Hayden bourbon, and Easy Rider on its 
way to a clever “fit to be dyed” chorus. 

By the end of the set, Fountains of 
Wayne had loosened up enough to 
indulge in some amusing jukebox hero- 
ics: midway through a “Radiation 
Vibe” that had the Paradise crowd 
shouting along, after a quick on-stage 
conference, the band segued first into a 
verse and a chorus of the Cars’ “Let’s 
Go” and then into Steve Miller’s “Jet 
Airliner.” With the encore came more 
familiar covers — including Miller’s 
“Rock ’N Me” — but the point had 
already been made: great pop songs 
yearn to be popular. 


TOM PETTY: 
HUMAN JUKEBOX 


Guess it was around the halfway mark 
of Tom Petty’s two hour—plus, 23-song 
set at the Tweeter Center Friday night 
that the question struck me: even if we 
could stay here and hang with Tom and 
his Heartbreakers all night — and a lot 
of folks looked like they’d be up for it 
— would this human jukebox ever run 
out of hits? In the first 15 minutes 
alone, Petty gave us gleaming readings 
of “Jammin’ Me,” “Running Down A 
Dream,” “Breakdown,” and a good-as- 
gold new rocker, “Swingin’,” from the 
superb new Echo (Warner Bros.) 
album. 

Springsteen always gets the credit as 
being the archetypal symbol of 
American rock — perhaps justifiably 
so — but single for single, is there any- 
body who’s made more consistently 
beloved, enduring American rock and 
roll than Petty? Neil Young doesn’t 
count (he’s from Canada). 
Mellencamp spent too many years as 
Johnny Cougar to qualify. Okay, 
maybe Springsteen. But Tom’s a close 
second. And, like his assortment of 
free-fallin’ American girls, refugees, 
and the ragtag rebels who won’t back 
down, underdog’s a role that’s always 
suited Petty particularly well — even if 
at this point, given his hugely success- 
ful career, it’s a fictitious one. 

This is Petty’s first tour in four years, 
but during the first of a two-night 
stand in Mansfield, he and his long- 
time Heartbreakers (sans drummer 
Stan Lynch) — understated lead gui- 
tarist Mike Campbell, bassist Howie 
Epstein, and keyboardist Benmont 
Tench — played as if they’d never been 
away. Exuding the casual, down-to- 
earth nobility of a self-made king, Petty 
sauntered on stage after opener 
Lucinda Williams’s quicksilver set and 
was at once his drawling, sly self. He 
plucked his Mad Hatter derby from a 
cedar chest for the Eastern-tinged psy- 
chedelia of “Don’t Come Around Here 
No More.” And he traded hot-wired 
guitar licks with Campbell on 
“American Girl,” which didn’t come 
near showing its 23 years of age. 

If Petty leaned a bit heavily on his 
hits and shortchanged the new stuff, 
well, it was probably a safety precau- 
tion. He would never have made it back 
to the hotel alive without fulfilling his 
civic duty to deliver “Refugee,” “Free 
Fallin’,” and the tender, acoustic read- 
ing of “Learning To Fly” that ended the 
two-encore evening on a balmy, majes- 
tic note. Then, with us out of time and 
quarters, the human jukebox was gone, 
headed back to his room at the top of 
the world.

Frank Black gets pissed 


If you’re in Los Angeles and hit the Rhino store on 
Westwood, you can probably still grab some of the Pixies 


collection that Frank Black used to own. “I traded in 


everything I had — all the boxed sets, the 
4AD promotional ones in the wooden box, 
all the stuff that I never listened to. I didn’t 
do it for cash, I just wanted some store 
credit.” Did they at least give him a good 
deal? “Not really. Mostly they were trying 
their best not to embarrass me.” 
That’s about as close as Black’s gotten to 
his former band since their demise, in 
1993. But the real news about his current 
tour, which hits the Middle East on 
Saturday, isn’t that he’s doing Pixies mate- 
rial again — which he is, in limited doses 
— but that he’s got a new band worth see- 
ing and new material worth 
getting behind. That’s 
especially true if you think 
that he sounds best work- 
ing with a guitar band and 
keeping his songs relatively 
simplified —— in which 
case, you got alienated by 
the first two post-Pixies 
albums, Frank Black and 
Teenager of the Year. 
Despite some good tracks, 
those showed his songs getting wordier 
and more obscure, and a certain computer- 
nerd sensibility was starting to prevail. 
Judging from those albums, you would 
have expected Black to become a David 
Thomas or a Captain Beefheart type, get- 
ting deeper into irony and time-signature 
changes. Which is why his most recent 
albums, last year’s Frank Black & the 
Catholics and the current Pistolero (both 
spinART), have been a pleasant surprise. 
Some fans have griped that he’s grown 
more conventional; but to these ears, what 
Black’s doing now is a rarer thing: clas- 
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sic/garage rock for thinkers, music whose 
wit doesn’t get in the way of the cheap 
thrills. And it doesn’t hurt that he’s redis- 
covered catchiness in a big way. The first 
Catholics album has the slight edge song- 
wise, but the new one benefits from having 
Boston guitar hero Rich Gilbert replace LA 
session hotshot Lyle Workman. In recent 
years, Gilbert’s played tastefully with 
singer-songwriters (Steve Wynn, Tanya 
Donelly) and artfully with his own bands 
(Concussion Ensemble, Cornet Premiers). 
But more than any band he’s been in since 
the Zulus, this one gives Gilbert room to 
crank up agd go berserk 
“He’s an angrier guitarist 
than Lyle. He’s got a 
messed-up interpretation 
of rock, arid a lot of the 
Pixies diehards like that,” 
says Black, 
eager to deflect some of 
critical knocks 
Workman got. “Lyle was 
very California with a lot of 
chops; having him was like 
playing with Eddie Van Halen — I'd never 
played with anyone like that, so we loved it. 
Some guitar players draw a lot on ’70s metal 
guitar, and a lot of people are turned off by 
that, because that time in rock is forever 
blacklisted — people hear that style and say, 
‘It’s bad, it’s bad!’ Having said that, Rich is 
great. He’s a more East Coast type; every 
time he plays a note he’s rebelling. He even 
rebels against us in our own material. Even 
when his guitar goes out of tune, he’s got that 
attitude — ‘If you don’t like this note, fuck 
you.’ We love that, and the fans do as well.”

“That’s a good way of putting it; very 
insightful of the guy,” says Gilbert in a sep- 
arate conversation. “I don’t know what I’m 
rebelling against, though — maybe just the 
norm. Charles [Thompson, Black’s birth 
name] was a Zulus fan, so he knew what he 
was getting. When I play with someone like 
Tanya, it’s more like playing parts — her 
compositions are very solid, so you're 
working in that framework. But this is 
more like having your own band; every- 
body comes up with his own parts, and I 
personally feel that my playing’s jumped up 
a 10tch lately.” 

The two Catholics albums were recorded 
live in the studio, which explains both the 
immediate sound and the fact that they’re 
not on a major label. “Everybody wanted 
me to redo it, from my manager on down,” 
Black admits. “People at record labels have 
a kneejerk reaction about marketing to 
radio — even with somebody like myself 
who obviously isn’t going to get on the 
radio.” Although he’s since linked up with 
spinART, he’s not inclined to wave the 
indie-rock flag. “I.never had that attitude 
about indie-versus-corporate; to me they’re 
all corporate. There’s not much distinction 
in terms of philosophy — the philosophy is 
about making the most money, which is 
fine. Certainly, right now a lot of artists 
don’t want to be anywhere near a major 
label. They’re all caught up in 
buying each other out.” 

Perhaps the biggest surprise 
on both albums is the number 
of relatively straightforward 
relationship numbers. Unless

But the essential 
spirit of Sandman’s music reared its head 
before long, as Morphine members Billy 
Conway, Dana Colley, and original drum- 
mer Jerome Deupree found their way to 
the stage — Conway anchored a mighty 
funk workout that had Medeski stepping 
out on Hammond organ. 
another of Sandman’s out- 
fits, the Hypnosonics, pro- 
vided the most high-spirited 
grooves of the night — like 
the man said, a cure for 
pain.

“Holiday Song.’ Both were added on the 
last tour, after he’d spent years refusing to 
play any Pixies. “I was probably just mak- 
ing a mountain out of a molehill. To be 
honest, I was afraid of being snubbed by 
the press or whoever for daring to do one 
of my own songs. Especially in England, 
they think there’s a magic line-up, a magic 
time, and a magic album, and you can’t 
mess with that.

contributed to Rawkus’s new 
Soundbombing 2 compilation. As a lyricist, 
El-P remains in love with the broad stroke, 
as if he were still writing 
his lines with a Krylon can. 
“Patriotism” indicts 
America, “where the pain 
grows like poppies,” where 
GM buys off the cops with 
defense-contractor 
Benjamins, a place that'll 
“invite you to cross the 
border then shit on your 
divinities.” Strident and 
snotty in theory, it’s devastatingly effective 
in practice, because El-P phrases the whole 
thing in the first person, playing Uncle Sam 
as the ultimate overbearing rapper, beating 
confessions out of innocent men, crushing 
hopes, dreams, and rebellions instead of 
wack MCs. 

The wordplay 
gets prog-soggy, 
as usual, but the 
shift in perspective 
is genius. Scream- 
ing “I’m America” 
on the track’s 
breakdown, EI-P 
(who’s white, and 
male, and — 
sketchiest of all — 
signed to an I- 
can’t-believe-it’s- 
not-indie _ label 
bankrolled by 
Rupert Murdoch’s 
News Corp) cops 
to his own privi- 
leged status, then 
swings it as a 
rhetorical weapon. 
Like every other 
Co-Flow _ track, 
“Patriotism” is just 
a super-glorified 
battle rhyme, but 
it’s a self-implicat- 
ing one, smart- 





hormone-injected dairy product and con- 
servative right-wing anti-eroticism.” At 
times, you don’t know whether to marvel at 
the way he cross-fades composure and 
chaos, like a virtual Rantmaster Flash, or 
throw down a drop cloth. 

Co-Flow’s acclaimed 1997 Funcrusher 
Plus (Rawkus) was heavy enough on artful- 
ly gnarled syntax, impassioned playa-hat- 
ing, and inventively crude drum-machine 
mudslides to sound like a hip-hop water- 
shed. But it skimped, painfully, on nearly 
everything that gives hip-hop dimension, 
aside from brainy rage narrative, laughs, 
funk, hope, actual songs — and OD’d on 
the same independent-as-fuck displeasure 
principle that makes Fugazi an unpopular 
mixtape choice among peeps with jeeps. 

Still, when Rhino drops that inevitable 
Cult-Rap Legends of the Nineties compila- 
tion next decade, Co-Flow’s high-density 
posse-cut single “Fire in Which You Burn” 
(Rawkus; originally credited to the Indelible 
MCs, then included on Funcrusher Plus) 
more than deserves a first-round buy. Equal 
parts acid test, free-speech rally, and self- 
important poetry slam, “Fire” sounded like 
guys who could probably wreck shop on the 
New York Times crossword lining up in a 
space-station basement to burn Puff Daddy 
in effigy: a seething, literate, proudly mar- 
ginal ego trip. Belligerent got-to-be-real- 
ness — even in the context of Co-Flow’s 
own discography — has seldom sounded 
so damn cool. 

If Rhino gives them two spaces, I vote 
for “Patriotism,” a blast of bile Co-Flow 





bombing topically 
and cutting both ways like nothing in their 
catalogue ever has. In fewer words: the 
world’s a mess, it’s in their diss. 

An entirely different side of Co-Flow 
comes through on Little Johnny from the 
Hospitul (Rawkus), the crew’s new “breaks 
end instrumentuls” collection. It’s ostensi- 
bly a concept album about a preteen mental 
patient; the REDRUM-style liner-note 
inscription reads, “My name is Johnny. I 
live here always. Sometimes they feed me. I 
watch TV. The hospital is angry at me. I 
know because it doesn’t talk to me. I leave 
this place today, one way or another.” 
Johnny, I’m guessing, is the plastic doll on 
the album cover, pictured making tracks 
down a country road while El-P and DJ Mr. 
Len the Space Ghost lie dead in the back- 
ground. Johnny’s always got a paper bag on 
his head, and he looks like an evil-Chucky 
doppelganger for Spike Jonze’s hapless TV 
jeans pitchman, Buddy Lee. 

Back story aside, Johnny is basically just 
an excuse for El-P and DJ Mr. Len the 
Space Ghost to bring the slow-core ruckus, 
Hellraiser-style. The boiler room beats 
prompt flashbacks to the suffocating street 
hassle. of the 1995 Tricky vs. the 
Gravediggaz EP, or sick-hop obscurities like 
DJ Mumbles’ “Lost in the Funhouse.”

“All these great ethno- 
musicologists are really 
running the show,” says 
Hart, playing down his 
role in the Bali project. “I 
am just a remote recordist 
with a love and a distribu- 
tion system.” In_ fact, 





though, Hart approached 
this work with a clear 
concept. “I didn’t want to 
do what had been done,” 
he says in explaining why 
he avoided the bronze 
kebyar gamelan ensembles that dominate 
most existing recordings of Balinese music. “I 
wanted to go with the jew’s-harp, the bam- 
boo, the iron gamelan. And I wanted to find 
the new music of Bali.” 

Hart’s instincts were right on target. His 
Bali Sessions isn’t a collection of obscure 
musicological tracks only a scholar could 
love. In short, it’s entrancing a five-star 
contribution to the world’s shockingly small 
body of well-recorded Indonesian music. 
And as modest as he may be about his per- 
sonal contributions to the project, he’s more 
than comfortable praising the music itself: 
“Of all the percussion-driven ensembles on 
the planet, Indonesian gamelan is the 
apogee. And I’ve listened to them all.” 


A few years back, Hart produced Music of 


the Gods (Rykodisc), a historic Library of 
Congress recording of pre-World War II 
Balinese gamelan. On arrival in Bali this time 
around, he was pleased to discover that 
Music of the Gods is now revered as a clas- 
sic there. And once musicians and scholars 
realized that Hart was behind the new pro- 
ject, they did everything they could to help 
him. Determined to get the best results pos- 
sible, he hired private cops to cordon off the 
Institute of Music in Denpasar to keep out 
traffic noise and barking dogs. Arranging 
one group after another around a single 
stereo microphone, he came away with pris- 
tine, balanced recordings every time. 

The first CD features short pieces and 
emphasizes variety. It begins with the iron- 
keyed Gamelan Selonding, probably the pre- 
cursor of all the other forms of gamelan. 
With just six instruments, no cymbals or 
pte and slow tempos, these opening 
tracks are lulling and meditative. Of the four 
groups on this CD, the Gamelan Genggong, 
which includes Balinese jew’s-harps made 
from sugar-cane leaves, is the most surpris- 
ing, as resonant boings blend with soothing

gongs. The disc concludes with rare record- 
ings of Gamelan Jegog, an orchestra in 
which bamboo stalks and trunks replace iron 
or bronze bars on the struck instruments. 

CD #2 starts out innocently enough with 
more bamboo gamelan before moving into 
nearly an hour of electrifying kecak, the 
chattery, wild, “monkey chant” that has been 
a hit with tourists to Bali since the 1920s 
Hart says that one million tourists visit three 
million Balinese every year and that though 
this has inspired a lot of Holiday Inn music, 
tourist money has also allowed the gamelans 
to develop and progress. Kecak perfor- 
mances get more and more elaborate, and 
this one is right off the charts. Hart decided 
to use it all. “I just laid it on. Grateful Dead, 
second set, baby!” 

The richest music on The Bali Sessions 
comes in three long pieces that make up the 
third CD. Now at last we hear the bronze 
gamelan instruments, where “male” and 
“female” versions of each instrument are 
tuned a few degrees apart to create shim- 
mering overtones. The music is called kreasi 
baru, literally “new compositions.” “These 
are younger musicians playing new music on 
older instruments,” says Hart. “It’s almost 
like jazz. The music has morphed into a 
modern version of gamelan.” Lush layered 
vocals give way to frenetic musical passages 
as these pieces transition through textures 
and moods, always interesting, always lead- 
ing somewhere new. 

Hart concedes that Balinese music is not 
for everyone. A famous heavy-metal pal of 
his once told him that those “shimmering” 
overtones sounded to him like “stepping on 
crushed glass.” Hart loves that, a comical 
reminder that music exists only in the listen- 
er’s ear. But many listeners will find 
enchantment here, because the music and 
the presentation on The Bali Sessions are 
second to none in this arena. &

Looper and the Gentle Waves 


BY PATRICK BRYANT One of 1998's distinctive 


pleasures was The Boy with the Arab Strap (Matador), the 
third release by the crafty Scottish chamber-folk outfit Belle 


dynamics of the famously reclusive outfit, 
but neither Campbell nor David is likely to 
win over new converts. 

Looper’s Up a Tree is a longer follow-up 
to David’s Arab Strap cameo, which inven- 
tively placed his unvarnished chatter 
against samples of funky drums, horny 
horns, and stray guitar before shifting into 
retro-nuevo Expresso Bongo jive. “A 
Spaceboy Dream” served as a healthy, if 
necessary, diversion from Murdoch’s nar- 
coleptic demeanor. In contrast to B&S’s 
polished ensemble, Up a Tree is a stripped- 
down, self-produced mix of quirky beats 
and bricolage. The eccentric bouillon 
includes harmonica, turntable scratches, 
murky Beatlesy keyboards, samples, and 
guitar sounds alternating between imita- 
tion wakka-wakka funk and Tom Verlaine 
lyricism. The indecipherable spoken-word 
bits on “Festival 95” and “Impossible 
Things #2” recall the impenetrable scat of 
Thee Headcoats’ Billy Childish and the 
Fall’s paranoid android Mark E. Smith. (In 
this family affair, David’s wife, Karn, and 
brother, Ronnie Black, are collaborators.) 
But Looper disprove the cliché that elec- 
tronic music is the new punk. Up a Tree’s 
melodica, painfully self-taught musician- 
ship, homemade production, and synco- 
pated rhythms make it the new post-punk. 
In other words, Looper party like it’s 1979 
on what amounts to the best Britpop side 
project since Blur’s Graham Coxon 
unleashed his basement tapes. 

Even without Murdoch’s vocals, The 
Gentle Waves is like a secret, albeit anemic, 
Belle and Sebastian album, especially since 
most of the parent band guest-star. 
Campbell represents Belle’s confectionery 
side with a style, at times wincing, that’s 
reminiscent of the femme bop of Marianne 
Faithfull, Lulu, and other mid-’60s English 
marionettes. She’s as posey as she wants to 
be. “Evensong,” with its peppy flute solos 
and horns, sounds like a campy, shagadel- 
ic outtake from HR Pufnstuff. “Renew and 
Restore” is virtually indistinguishable from 
Belle — Campbell even mirrors Murdoch’s 
curious vocal intonations. Like a Ringo 
Starr solo album, Gentle Waves is full of 
zest and poise, but it’s largely bereft of the 
soul or memorable tunes that set Arab 
Strap apart. Ed 


and Sebastian. The album packaged book- 
smart, slightly ornate gentle pop songs that 
artfully reflected the finest vibrant British | 
folk pop, wedding knowing lyrics to 
insouciant melodies. The frail | 
orchestrations and quixotic 
instrumentation distinguished it from a 
mere recombinant of its influences, which 
range from Nick Drake to the Smiths. The 
music’s innocence and _ peppermints 
captured the poignancy of childhood 
playground gaiety — as Arab Strap’s liner 
notes helpfully point out, B&S nicked their 
name from a popular UK TV show for 
tykes. And thanks to overwhelming support 
from critics, who voted Arab Strap #13 in 
the Village Voice Pazz and Jop Poll, the disc 
helped the band parlay Belle’s humble 
origins as a college marketing-class project 
into a modest indie-rock career. 

A transient collective of seven (more or 
less, depending on who you ask) Glasgow 
artisans, Belle and Sebastian have a more- 
the-merrier quiet little-big-band sound 
akin to that of Nashville’s Lambchop or 
Chicago’s late lamented Shrimpboat. Arab 
Strap gets its strongest imprint from the 
band’s de facto frontperson and singer, 
Stuart Murdoch, whose sensitive mien 
recalls Nick Drake, the patron saint of tor- 
tured souls. Still, two indispensable ingre- 
dients on Arab Strap were Isobel 
Campbell’s vocal on “Is It Wicked Not To 
Care?” and Stuart David’s electronica- 
spoken-word scat “A Spaceboy Dream,” if 
only because they diversified the band’s 
appeal beyond Murdoch’s sly and shy 
wordplay. And it seems Campbell and 
David have decided to strike while 
Murdoch’s irony is still hot, each with a 
side-project solo album: Campbell’s 
homonymous debut from her ensemble the 
Gentle Waves, and David’s Up a Tree (Sub 
Pop), by his Looper, who perform this 
Tuesday at the Middle East. (This summer 
has also seen the re-release of Belle and 
Sebastian’s hard-to-find vinyl-only debut, 
Tigermilk, in the US on Matador.) 

Given B&S’s modest popularity outside 
of critical circles, it’s doubtful the two side 
shows are trying to lo-fi their way to the 
bank — Campbell and David are just tak- 
ing the opportunity to expand on the ideas 
present in their Arab Strap contributions. 
Besides, both albums are mixed efforts. | 
Fans will cherish the opportunity to explore

With the 
Corrs and B*witched coming on 
like Spice leprechauns, and 
Riverdance filling auditoriums 
with lasers, the schism between 
trad and pop Celtic music has 
never been wider. Playing in the 
Bothy Band and Patrick Street, 
virtuoso Irish fiddler Burke has 
touted the homier verities for 
decades, relying on ancient airs 
and buoyant jigs to engage lis- 
teners without flash 
This gorgeous solo recital, his 
first such endeavor, was record- 
ed in an Oregon coffeehouse, 
and its small scale provides a 
great view of Burke's ability to be 
both spirited and sentimental the 
old-fashioned way “The 
Butterfly” is a slip jig that explains 
the program's aesthetic — the 
fiddier futzes with tempo, milking 
nuance to create the unpre- 
dictable flittering of his subject 
That kind of subtlety resounds on 
this disc.

** Duke Robillard, NEW 
BLUES FOR MODERN MAN 
(Shanachie). Twenty-five years 
after establishing himself as a 
modern-day monster of older 
blues-guitar styles, Duke Robillard 
is both displaying his known wares 
and reaching into new terrain on 
his Shanachie debut. The jabbing, 
razor-sharp lines on his original 
“Don't Fool with My Love” are a 
loving tribute to Johnny “Guitar’ 
Watson's early Texas sides, and 
Duke and his two fine saxophone 
accompanists apply an easy, 
greasy, soul-drenched sheen to 
the extended instrumental “Big 
Bottom Blues.” The pure-toned 
original leader of Roomful of Blues 
and later a Fabulous Thunderbird, 
Robillard is also blessed with an 
exuberant, warm voice, which is 
why it’s so weird to hear him tack- 
le Bob Dylan's extraordinarily dark 
“Love Sick,” a dirge from Mr. 
Zimmerman's acclaimed 1997 
release Time out of Mind 
(Columbia), or the border ballad 
“You're the Only One (Who Can 
Move Me That Way).” Robillard’s 
skills can take him anywhere, 
including the suspenseful, rock- 
and-rolly peaks of “Love Sick,” but 
even the blues material on this set 
is uneven, and as a result New 
Blues is not Duke’s finest ride. 


**1/2 Manic Street Preachers, 
THIS IS MY TRUTH TELL ME 
YOURS (Virgin). The Manics' 
success in their native Britain is 
astounding. Really. This album, 
released there last fall, is their 
second in a row to sweep the Brit 
Awards (the UK Grammys). Even 
Nostradamus couldn't have pre- 
dicted such a rosy future for the 
group at the beginning of the 
decade, when they first busted 
out of Wales as a leftist Guns N’ 
Roses. 

Like many anguished-but- 
aging hard-rockers, though, the 
Manics have softened over time 
Beginning with their 1996 
release, Everything Must Go, 
and continuing on This /s My 
Truth Tell Me Yours, the band 
have toned down both the guitar 
assaults and the political over- 
tones of their early work in favor 
of so many lilting, soul-searching 
ballads. Singer James Dean 
Bradfield, who assumed the 
spotlight when tortured guitarist 
Richey Edwards “disappeared” 
in 1995, has one hell of a voice, 
a rich tenor that carries the band 
even when the music plods, 
which too often is the case. The 
disc's biggest thrills, “Tsunami” 
and “You Stole the Sun from My 
Heart,” are its only uptempo 
tracks. And when the Manics 
drag out the political manifestos 
of old (“If You Tolerate This Your 








Children Will Be Next,” a UK #1), 
they sound more like U2 than 
their idols the Clash. Still, every- 
thing here is heartfelt, and much 
of it is genuinely moving — 
which is more than you can say 
for your average NME hype.
